Passed by the Senate, 


Canadians to Stop Interfmira or Bt 
Bhut Out from MI Tilde. 


Kiddleberger 
of Virginia Would 
Prefer War. 


The disputes between Canada and the 
tTnited States rea* bed a point in the United 
States Senate on Monday, the 24th inst., by 
th e introduction of a retaliatory m easure, 
designed to stop the Canadians from fu r­ 
ther obstructing Am erican fisherm en, hy 
authorizing the President to suspend com­ 
m ercial relations w ith Hie Dominion. Tho 
bill was introduced by S naior Edm unds 
of Verm ont, chairm an of the com m ittee on 
foreign relations. 
Mr. Ingalls thought th at those Ashing 
difficulties m ust be ultim ately settled en ii* r 
by nog alation or by war. 
T his m easure 
was distinctly one of retaliation, it wa- an 
eye for an eye, a tooth tor a tooth, a fish lot 
a bsh, an insult for an insult, a wrong fo a 
w r o n He t touuht it im portant, before 
the Senate was - a led up*rn to vo te.th at tile 
com m itieeon foreign relations sliou d a*l- 
vis the Senate w hether this m easure was 
intended to be pantie or hostile; w hether 
it was, in elf eel, an invitation to negotiate, 
or practically a declaration of war. 
It was 
a dangerous course to a thorize the Presi­ 
dent to continue in the same line of con­ 
duct and policy, vt itll the inevitable lesult 
either o; finally negotiating for the nurture 
of settling these questions or else ut going 
to war iii defence of rights under the treaty 
of 1818. 
Mr. I*rye said th at Mr. Ingalls seem ed to 
forget ih at Canada was playing the same 
role now which she had Played twice , o- 
l'ore. Mho played it for but one purpose. 
and th at was to secure n e g o tia to rs for re 
ciprm al 
t r e a t s, and 
these 
reciprocal 
treaties had tu rn e I out to the disadvantage 
of the United b t ten and to the advantage 
ol Canada. Mr. Frye p ru e e ca to par th u- 
lari/e i i i nv of the outrages to which a 1 
A m ene rn fishing vessels had been sub­ 
jected rn Canadian waters. 
Among them 
was the case of au Am en an vessel which 
had .ro u g h t into a Canadian port seven­ 
teen shipw recked Canadian sailors, aud 
had been refused the right to purchase a 
barrel of Hour to keep her crew from starva­ 
tion. He declared th at the anim is of his­ 
tory (even of the Fiji M in d s; m ight be 
searched w ithout rinding a case 
Sto B r u t a l a n d b o I n h u m a n . 
T he hope, therefore, th at G reat Britain 
would do w hat was fair ann just was 
cestroyed. Every one of the cases he ha I 
referred to was in violation of th e spirit, 
and four out of rive of them were in viola­ 
tion of the letter of the treaty of 1818. 
W hat the com m ittee on foreign relations 
sought was 
th at the Prest ea t of 
the 
U m ted States should Ie em powered 
to 
close American ports against any fisherm an 
or all fisherm en, against any m erchant 
vessel or all m erchant vessels. T he Queen 
of G reat Britain bad today the power to 
close her ports against any of the products 
of the whole world lf she saw tit. Ile saw 
no o jection to intrusting th at power to the 
President. 
Mr. Ingalls supposed th it if this bill be­ 
cam e a law it was a declaration to Great 
B ritain th at she woald continue these prac­ 
tices at lier perth and th a t if they were per­ 
sisted in they m ust be stopped by w ar. 
Mr. E dm unds—T hat does not necessarily 
follow. 
Mr. Ingalls said th a t the statem ent of 
facia mad ■ by the senator irons Marne con­ 
stituted a casus belli under the law of na­ 
tions. The continuance of arnica lo inter­ 
course under such circum stances would be 
impossible.

Mr. E dm ond*asked Mr. Ingalls w hether 
he m eant to say th a t any wet which Hie 
pro lo <<f the U nited States m ight consider 
a Violation of a treaty was necessarily a 
casus belli? 
Mr. Ingalls—I m ean to say th a t declared 
and avowed and continued violations of 
treaty obligations, ov of internal law, are a 
casus bTm. The trouble is liable to break 
out again. It lins got to be settled. 
I under­ 
stood the senator from Maine to say th at 
these transactions have proceed* d to tho 
very frontier of am icable solution, and now 
the senator from v erinont says f ia t the bul 
does not mean war. I agree with the sena­ 
tor from Maine. And I would like to know 
w hat the senator from Verm ont under­ 
stands the nill to mean. Does he w ant this 
bill to settle the trouble by negotiations or 
by tight? 
Mr. E d m u n d s-By neither. 
Mr. Incall—Then you do not w ant to set­ 
tle it at all? 
Mr. E dm unds—T hat is the jum p of my 
friend out of tho trying-tmn im o ih e fire. 
8o far as settling it bv negotiation is con­ 
cerned. the treaty of 1818 is just as clear as 
it can be. The question here is not a ques­ 
tion of war. hut a question of countervail­ 
ing regulations, which all nations have re­ 
sorted to long before war, and which usu­ 
ally never come to war. 
Mr. Hoar of M assachusetts—It is high 
tim e, as it seems tom e, th at this bill was 
pass a. 
W hen the senator from Maine 
proposed last year, as representing the 
Ch unbar ct Commerce, the narrow and in­ 
effective provision winch is contained in 
the law passe in the last Congress, I in­ 
form ed him th at In ray judgm ent it would 
turn out to be insufficient, and th a t the pro­ 
ceedings of the Inst Congress, instead of 
putting a stop to or 
l*rev«uti»K T h - n e O u t r a g e * 
would tend to provoke new ones—th at we 
should have a sum m er in which m ere com­ 
plaints would spring up than in the sum m er 
before last. 
Mr. Morgan said there was no w ar in this 
m easure. There was peace in it and noth­ 
ing else. But it tho troubles were allowed 
to go on there would be war in them , and 
w rbeyond the control of Congress. The 
first blood that would be drawn in a contro­ 
versy of this kind on the Canadian coast 
would be the tocsin of war. The people of 
th e Uuited States would be plunged into 
w ar by i ; as rapidly as they had 
een by 
John Brown’s raid at H arper’s Ferry, and 
they would go into t unanim ously. Ameri­ 
can fishermen would rind in the defence of 
their rights ji st as much support on the 
Gulf of Medico as on tho o a s t of Maine. 
Mr. E tui'to argue*i iii support of toe hill, 
which, he said, was not iii tile nature of a 
m enace or tending at all Iii that direction. 
It was tho duty of Congress. h<* aid, to take 
the subject away from local disturbance, ir­ 
ritation and r sontm ent. 
Mr. Hale declared him self earnestly in 
favor of the * ill. Its t revision.® were not 
harsh, bat moderato not rash, oui weli con­ 
sidered, and he believed m at these pro­ 
visions when enacted into law. and carried 
out by the Executive, would be efficacious. 
Tile situation for a year past has been sim ­ 
ply intolerable. 
Aggressions on American 
fishing interests by the Dominion authoit 
ties had been persisted in aga oat eve; y ex- 
postulation and entreaty on the part of the 
U uited states. They were such as had 
never Deep subm itted to since the inlunt 
days of the republic. He was bound to b e­ 
lieve th at i hose aggressions and those as­ 
saults on the rights of Am erican citizens, 
high handed as they h ive been, had not 
been brought about by accident, hut were 
the result of deliberate prem editation aud 
predeterm ination. 
Mr. Vest deprecated any talk of war, al­ 
though he believed if it became necessary 
to protect tao rights of tho huinnlest citi­ 
zen of the United States, the wholo coun­ 
try, without, reg ird to section, w ould nso 
in a solid phalanx to protect these rights. 
Mr. Gorman proposed to w ithdraw from 
Canada the right of way through our terri­ 
tory. 
Mr. Riddleberger opposed the bill because 
it was iu the nature of a treaty w ith G reat 
Britain. He wanted no treaty.

By a vote of 46 yeas to I nay, th e nega­ 
tive vote being by Mr. Riddleberger, “ who 
preferred a declaration of w ar,” the Senate 
passed the follow ing bill. It has not yet 
been acted upon by the House, and is likely 
to be m ater ally 
modified. 
Singularly 
enough, the House com m ittee on foreign 
affairs seems to be more conservative aud 
cautious in its action than the 
corre­ 
sponding com m ittee of Hie Senate.,The text 
of the bill is as follows: 
To authorize the President of the U nited 
States to protect and defend the lights of 
Am erican Heiling vessels. American fisher­ 
m en, American trading and other vessels 
in certain cases and tor other purposes. 
That whenever tho President of the U nited 
States shall he satisfied th a t Am erican fish- 
ing vessels or American fisherm en visiting 
or being in the waters or at any ports or 
places of the British dom inions of North 


America are then or lately have been

I rotection of the Canadian fisheries. The 
message received shows ( n it E ngland will 
g la d y join in the aid asked for, and have re­ 
ceived every assurance th at at least half a 
dozen men of w ar will lie dispatched to the 
M aritim e Provinces early lu the spring, and 
th at they will co-operate in every wav pos­ 
sible with Canadian cruisers in the enforce­ 
m ent of the fishery protective service. 
There is th e greatest ratisfaction am ong 
official circles bore over the announce­ 
m ent. 
The result is sa d to m ean that 
hereafter w hatever policy is pursued, unless 
a reciprocity treaty he made, th a t the pro­ 
visions against Amati* an baning vessels 
will be m ore rigidly enforced. A cabinet 
m inister who was seen this m orning said: 
“I have rom e to Hie conclusion that

far 
will 
never yield 
consent to 
the 
appointm ent

commission. ’ 
The Gloucester fishermen will not venture 
into our w aters again in force, and next 
April will witness Hie first star ling falling 
off iii their trade.

Let them resort to retaliation if they 
will, and the i e ;u’t will he th at the gam e 
will work both way a Portland, now tho 
w inter port of Canada, will decline, wh ie 
Hall ax, under the now order of things, 
will ffourish.

low the adoption of a retaliatory bill.”

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AROUND THE FARM. 


COKSr FODDER. 


Maw Cm We De** r*HI»e One Corn­ 
stalk* as Poo* for Eire Stork I 
From the fact th at it ha* for years been 
bot custom to cut cornstalks for cattle and 
clover hay for horses I ara often asked as 
Ho th e utility of the practice. As It is a 
question th at m ay interest m any readers in 
a w inter like the present, and especially as 
h a y is not plenty, I will endeavor to give a 
few reasons why I consider it (rood econ­ 
omy. 
F irst, as to cornstalks: C utting secures a 
g reat saving in (he am ount of feed. 
As 
very com m only fed from the bandle in the 
y ard or field, a large share of the coarse 
stalks w iil not be eaten, certainly not if 
cattle are reasonably well fed, and in mi ny 
cases not more than one-lialf to three- 
fourths ot Hie value as food will be saved. 
T o feed them in the stable w ithout cutting 
is really a great bother, and m ost farm ers 
bo feeding feel relieved when they are out 
of tire way. The buts are cousiaereh a 
great nuisance in the m anure, aud are 
really so, except when thoroughly tram ped 
by a large stock of cattle 
C utting obviates 
this difficulty, an i renders w hatever may 
be rejected by th e cattie one of the very 
best absorbents in the stable. 
It is a diffi­ 
cult m atter to store stalks while in bun­ 
dles, and m ost farm ers Ie ive them ^n shocks 
in the field, or stack them as near to the 
place of feeding as they can. 
In either case 
they are exposed to storm s, and are liable 
to be w et and frozen or dam aged when fed 
C uttin g condenses them , so th at several 
tons m ay bo stored even on BJS ordinary 
barn floor. 
C uttin g coarse food is w ithout doubt an 
im p o rtan t factor as an aid to m astication 
and I'jgostion. 
C utting m ust tie accom­ 
plished and can be more cheaply done uy 
noise or steam power than by stomach 
pow er. 
Being th u s brought so much near 
er digestion, th ere is. in my opinion, as 
m u 'h saved in this way in food value as 
in th e ex tra bulk utilized. Even very dry 
stalks, or those som ewhat weatherbeate n, 
m ay b e m ade quite acceptable to cattle, 
w hen cut. by m oistening them with we k 
brine. Mr. M ather, one of our giltedged 
Jersey butter men, recently told me th at he 
som etim es moistened them with brine and 
let them heat and soften before feeding. 
I 
ha e no doubt th at this is an excellent 
filan. 
My custom is, as a m atter of conven­ 
ance, to first out the fee l in the manger, 
then moisten w ith one to three quarts of 
brine, a cording to Cue am ount fed. ."alt 
Kivas a relish and aids digestion. To ti is 
is aoded meal when desired, 
in feeding 
cut feed beginners often err by over-feed­ 
ing. 
W ith proper convenience a little 
practice, with good judgm ent, will enable 
the fe< der to give each anim al just about 
w h at they w iii eat up clean and no more. 
And th is is the right thing to d a W here 
fatten in g st era are ted aboutas much meal 
as they will take. one h all bushet of stalks 
w ell crowded together to each anim al, 
m orning ana evening, with their meal, is 
sufficient. 
A ration of roots thrown iii will 
not decrease th eir appetite for corn f< dder 
or m eal, and will add growth, 
I preier a 
let d of clover hay at noon, but if stalks are 
fed instead, increase the raiton to what the 
anim als will ant, leaving out the meal. 
Cows w ith but little grain will require 
three-fourths lo one bushet to **a< ll feed. 
Calves should have two feeds of hay to one 
of sta lk s 
Ii is beat to m easure the st ilks 
to each anim al, and I frequently m e as 
m any half-bushel and th lee-peck baskets 
as I have anim als, filling them at my 
leisure. 
Feeding can then be done very 
quickly when tile tune arrives. 
Clover hav is the very best of feed for 
horses as well as cattle. For the form er it- 
aigestible qualities are as much impro rad 
bv cuttin g and m oistening as are stalks tor 
cattle. 
I preier to add three quarts 01 hi an 
i nd corn m eal, equal parts, or ta o quart* of 
corn and oatm eal, to each horse, for o d i- 
pary work, increasing the quantity for hard 
work. 
W ith this feeding horses are rarefy 
unhealthy. For one horra and tow ii. may 
be better to cut by hand than not to cut at 
all. For this purpose a lever is muoh pref­ 
erable to a crank cutter. Good ones can 
now he bought lur from $5 to BH. But cut 
ting by hand Is a laborious business, and 
life is too short to indulge very extensively 
in th at kind ot work. 
I have used various styles of power eau 
tors. but none th a t gave as goodsatisfip tion 
a« the Ross ensilage cutter. "L ittle G iant 
N a 14.” A two or three-horse tread Dower 
will run it to good advantage, and with the 
(alter or an engine it will cut stalks down 
lo half an im Ii in length as fast as a set of 
bauds can well handle ihem . Cutters are 
usually m ade so th atthefeederiscom pelled 
to slide the stalks, or w hatever *s eing cut, 
three or four feet through a trough before 
reaching the rollers. 
Tills arrangem ent 
is too absurd to be tolerated for a single 
day’s cutting. It is only a short job to cut 
oft one side board (on the opposite side fiom 
the belt) close as possible to tim feed gear 
and arrange a table/ on a level with the 
feed rollers, laura enough to divi e the 
bundle conveniently. The fodder will then 
be caught and draw n forward by ihe rollers 
st the first m ovem ent, saving the labor to 
the leader of pushing forward, besides aid­ 
ing him greatly in the division of the 
bun diva. 
As to length of cutting, th e shorter the 
better. 
Ii stalks are cut to half an inch 
they will usually be well split to pieces, 
and cattle will eat one part asw ell as an ­ 
other. 
When any large am ount of stalks 
are cur and stored, rare m ust be taken to 
have them dry, for if too dam p they will 
h eat and mould. In < ase of heating, they 
m ust be forked over or so underm ined as to 
allow a free passage of air underneath the 
pile. 
I have som etim es cut as high as ten 
acres ot heavy stalks and Ste,red them in 
one mow, and had no trouble with their 
keeping, out in th at case they were entire­ 
ly tree from rain water aud well cured.— 
lo b lo Farm er. 


Hotbeds. 
T he preparation for early hotbeds is now 
in order, for th e grow th of such plants as 
cabbage, cauliflower, tom atoes, egg-plant 
and celery. By constructing and sow rag in 
hotbeds very early crops o ' all these vege- 
tables can ’be secured. And further, the 
beds may afterw ards be used for growing 
m elons or cuoum tiers, an a if not let sutfer 
from drought, very tine fruits of these kinds 
m ay he produced here; or, lf not so used, 
th* com post of the bed m ay be mixed over 
and used to p u t about the plants of crops in 
open ground. 
T he best m ateria! for hotbeds, we find. 
consists of short straw litter aud stable ma­ 
nure. and. if available, this should be satu­ 
rated with the liquid of tnestable. The heat 
is derived chiefly from the horse manure, 
and is produced by the decomposition of 
carbonaceous particles of the m anure, ami 
the addition of the cut straw , which ab­ 
sorbs the urine, helps the process by adding 
m ore ferm enting m atter to the mass. The 
soil which is spread over the compost is 
also enriched by the am m onia evolved by 
the process, which aids greatly the growth 
of th e plants. The m ore thoroughly the 
m aterials of the bed are puiveiized and in­ 
term ixed ami the more firmly packed, the 
m ore h eat is evolved, and the more even 
and durable w ill be its product The proper 
construction of the bed. too. will serve to 
econom ize th e beat, prevent its waste and 
utilize it in a way tn a t will do most good. 
For the location of a bed. select a protect­ 
ed situation; for instance, on the south side 
of a high, close, board fenoe. or th at of a 
building, or even of a hedge row of ever­ 
greens wilt a a 
Dig a pit about a foot deep, 
over this set the fram e and pack firmly 
around it th e earth taken from the pit. 
T he proper tim e, however, to set the frame 
of a bed is in the fall, wnen the earth lsdry. 
It should then be filled w ith dry leaves, 
covered and kept dry. and from freezing; 
it will then be in readiness for tilling in the 
m anure when the proper season arrives. 
This previous setting of the fram e and pro­ 
tection will save a great waste of heat, 
which would otherw ise be abstracted from 
the te d to thaw the frozen surface of the 
pit if dug later and suffered u> freeze. 
As lite sash is m ade six feet long by three 
wide, the bed should be m ade of such < i- 
G 
elisions as to require so m any shashes. th at 
any m ultiple of these num bers is w hat 
Is required, so th a t a given num ber exactly 
covers the bed. 
W hen a llis thus prepared, and the m a­ 
nure for the lied is ready—sav about March 
I —the m anure is forked over from the heap, 
which should have been kept from freez­ 
ing bv a thick covering ot straw , into the 
pit, and if on a thick layer of leaves, the 
better. Fill in to six inches above the sur­ 
face of the ground, treading down com­ 
pactly. Over this is spread fine, rich soil, 
to the depth of six inches, 
ti hen exposed 
soils are frozen, or too wet, get it from the 
earth floor of the poultry bouse, or other 
building whence it may be obtained. Iii a 
few days a lively ierm entation takes place, 
and the heat soon rises considerably over 
IOU0; but th is gradually subsides, and when 
the soil m arks about 8 u° the seed may be 
lOWfi 
M ark th e bed off in rows six inches apart 
across the short w ay : this in order to give 
some cultivation w ith tak e or hoe, as weeds 
are greatly 'stim u lated to grow here; sow 
plentifully of seed iD the rows. th at theie 
may be no 
failure. W hen well up trim 
them o ut to a t least two inches apart, th at 
they may grow stronger, or stocky as the 
phrase goes. 
C ate oinst be tak en to avoid injury to the 
plants from excessive heat and from freez­ 
ing. 
A very little wnile in. tile m iddle 
hours of a warm day will suffice to wilt or 
scald the P lant; and, on the other hand, a 
sudden ‘'sn ap ''o f cold w eather iii which, iii 
a fee hours, especially a t night, the plaid* 
may br greatly injured, if not entirely de- 
attoved. To prevent iniury 'rom heat rai-e 
the -ashes slightly, the fresh air will euler 
a n i keep down the tem perature, ald o se 
**0 i h a i i become stronger, in lair w eather 


rem ove the sash entirely, and w hen exces­ 
sive cold is feared cover the .-a b with 
straw, aud a light covering us a blanket 
ir iv lie laid on the plant.—I American Rural

The Farmer’s Carden. 
Rend by B. S Doff of the New York Agricultural 
Experiment station at the Farmer*’ Institute 
held at Lockport. N. Y., January IS and I*, 
Rnd reported In the Elmira Husbandman. 
These are acknowledged to be days of 
starvation prices. The profits in dairying 
are said to he ruined by oleom argarine, and 
w heat, oorn and beef m arkets are sorely de­ 
pressed by overproduction on the great 
W estern plains, and yet I hear farm ers 
claim th at they can buy vegetables for their 
own tables cheaper than they can grow 
them . 'J be m arket gardener raises these 
very products on soil of which the rent is 
many tim es th a t of the farm er’s land, he 
pays far more per acre for m anure than 
does the farm -r. he sells hts products for 
a trout half wi at the farm er has to pay for 
them at the store, and as a rule m akes more 
money from th rn than does the farm er on 
his 
staple 
crops. 
Is there 
not 
some 
m istake in the farm ers’ logic when he 
claim s th at he cannot 
attorn to raise 
garden truck for his own fam ily .’ But this 
is not ail. Those farm ers who intend to buy 
their vegetables often only halt carry o u t 
their plan. In busv seasons they do not go 
to m arket, or if they do. m any weightier 
m atters engross their attention, and the 
garden truck is forgotten. 
Yet the table 
m ust be supplied with S'-mething. Instead 
of the palatable and wholesome products 
of the garden, come on less wholesome an 
more expensive pastry* and puddings, and 
the farm er wonders why his grocery, if not 
tits doctor bills are so largo. 
I think it 
woulu he w iraron the whole if many ta n n ­ 
ers would, as I rofessor Roberts put it, let 
part of the farm "g • to grass,’’and devote 
more attention lo those things th a t tend 
directly to comfort 
lid 
independence, 
am ong which lilt* garden and orchard come 


' a few m onths ago Professor Bailey of the 
M ichigan A gricultuialC ollcge read a p aler 
liefore the Massa ch ti setts Board of Agricul­ 
ture, entitled "The Garden Fence. 
lie 
m aintainec th at the garden 
fence 
h is 
proved an o stacle to progress in In rticul- 
ture. because tile botanists hau not yet 
found their way inst- e of it. and the horti­ 
culturists have not vet c imbed over it. I 
agree with the professor on this point, and 
would go fait her. Tho garden tence lias 
proved a great o stacle to progress and 
success in the larm er’s Bard ii, because it 
has so effectually kept his horse and culti- 
va-or on the outside. 
It m aybe truly said th at our grain farm ­ 
ing is now done bv horse and steam power. 
We can aud should do alm ost all our gar­ 
den wi rk by horse power too. The old gar­ 
den, pent up between four short fence , and 
hedged about and acioss w ith rows of cur­ 
ran t and berry bushes is unw orthy of the 
present age. 
I here should be free sailing 
I or horse culture. 
I do not mean th at we should have no 
garden tence at all. On she contrary, I 
would have a high and tight fence on the 
north and northw est, at least. This will 
prove useful not simply to keen out stock, 
tint as a prate. tion front cold winds and as 
a reflector of the heat of the sun. In E ng­ 
land, the north garden wall is conal* ared 
alm ost indispensable for its warm ing influ­ 
ence alone. Vegetables grown under its 
pro action are fit ionise de idedly earlier 
than those grown in less favored situations. 
We can adopt this suggestion with profit, 
particularly in the fruit gar en, and by its 
me ins we may sue- usefully grow varieties 
of sm all fruits th at would sot enduie our 
w inters w ithout son e m itigation of the 
rigors of our clim ate. 
A w indbreak of 
> orway spruce, or A ustiian pine, is far 
more I eautiful. aud, w hen grown, decide ly 
more erie live than the most elaborate 
wo d fem e besides being cheaper of m ain­ 
tenance. The only objection to this is th at 
in tim e of • rouglit til- roots of the trees 
drink up w ater th at is needed by the garden 
c. ops. 
, , 
. 
I would em phasize one thing; do not 
scrim p the pattern of The garden. Make it 
long, npd -s wine us you choora. 
E xtend :be rows the long nay. and leave 
a good broad space unplanted across each 
end to turn the horse on. This arranged, a 
lew m inutes work with horse and cultiva­ 
tor once a w eek and an equal tim e with the 
hand hoe will suffice to keep the weeds in 
subjection. 
It is well to have a light culti­ 
vator. that has narrow teeth, and of which 
the sides adm it of close adjustm ent on pur- 
pose tor the garden. 
With such a tool there 
are few garden crap# that may uot be freely 
Cultivated with the horse. 
I think it best lo dividothe garden into 
two pa'ts, one to include only those plants 
w hich require to be plant® > every year, end 
the other those whi b, when once planted, 
rem ain for a term of veais. The first will 
contain nearly all of the products known in 
Hie m arket as vegetables. 
I lie second will 
contain til® sm all fruits, asparagus, rhu­ 
barb. heros, etc. These two gar ens, which 
will natui ady come to be called the Iruit 
and vegetable garden, require quite differ­ 
ent treatm ent 
it is not of course necessary 
to navo them in separate enclosures; in­ 
deed. this is not desirable, as the str > wherry 
bed, which is a sort of connecting link be­ 
tween the two, m ust be renew® I every two 
or three \ears, and there should I e loom to 
chance it about from tim e to time. B u ilt 
will usually prove advantageous to keep 
fruits and vegetables chiefly by themselves. 
The tops of onions are very small, and it 
is usually thought lest not to cover the 
bul us with earth. This vegetable and the 
radish, which is 
very subject to insect 
' eats, bad better he grown in led* by them ­ 
selves, where they 
an he cultivated by 
band. But these are the only vegetables 
th it I would exem pt from horse culture. 
Iii the case of vegetables that require 
transplanting, as cabbage, cauliflower, ce - 
ery, tomatoes, egg-plant, etc., I incline to 
the opinion ti at it Is wiser tor the farm er 
to buy Hie young plants from some m arket 
gardener who grows them for sale than to 
undertake to provide aud take care of tho 
bot-oed and 
cold frame. 
The labor of 
growing these plants, up to the tim e th at 
they are large enough to put out in toe 
warden;'is generally as much as, if not more 
than, all th at is required afterw ard to 
tiring them to m aturity, aud so the cost of 
the , Junta, deducting the price of the seed 
is but a mere fr iction rn the value oi the 
pro ucts that grow from them , the tanner 
will usua Iv do better to leave the starting 
of i hem to the protessiona! gardener. 
VV hut should be grown in the farm er’s 
garden/ There is first the choice of the 
vegetables and fruits, 
and 
second, the 
choice of varieties. The answer to the first 
is simple enough grow those ti at your 
fam ily like best. The question of varieties 
however, is of more im portance than some 
suppose. The f eed ot the best sorts usually 
costs little if any more than of th® poorest, 
not does it <ost mote to cultivate a go. d 
than a j or,r varieiv, but the product of the 
good is often very m uch superior to th at ot 
the poor. Our »laborite tests o f 'varieties 
at the static n have given me an oppor­ 
tunity lo find out w hich are best un- et our 
conditions, 
fo r the benefit of those who 
may desire the in.orniation, I will g n e a 
list of the nam es ot different vc getabies 
w hich in our trial- have appeared desirable.

Prince 
of Berries. I recommend toe first aa the 
one best able to take care of itself, the sec- J 


ond as com bining great productiveness and 
size with fair or good quality, and the third 
for superior table quality, with fair produc­ 
tiveness. 
Of Hie vegetables th a t are appropriate in 
the fruit garden, on account of their peren­ 
nial habit, I would recommend of aspara­ 
gus; M ore’s Crossbred, Conover’s Colossal; 
and of rhubarb, Scarlet Nonpariel. As many 
of the perennial sw eet herbs may be added 
as ar- desired. 
I shall not attem pt to give detailed direc­ 
tions for the culture of all these garden 
plants, for th at would consume too much 
time. I will add only some hints of a gen­ 
eral character, w ith brief directions for 
m anaging insect pests. 
First, I would rem ind von th at the hest 
soil for a garden is a rich soil. I have more 
faith in m anure as an elem ent to success in 
gardening than in any other one thing, 
clean culture excepted. To avoid disap­ 
pointm ent order seeds directly lrom some 
seedstn n Who lias slam lug and reputation 
at stake. Especially, order them early, so 
that they may be on hand when wanted. 
Remember th a t successions of m any of our 
vegetables, as of beans, pease, radishes, 
lettuce, etc., should he planted, in order to 
secure full i enofit from them during the 
season. Remember th at roots packed in 
sand during w inter preserve their freshness 
and flavor much better than if simply 
dum ped into a box or pile on the door. Re­ 
mem ber. finally, that weeds grow faster 
and in greater variety in the garden than 
iii the corn field, and hence need more 
watching. 
I cannot give you any panacea for insect 
injuries. We must battle with each pest ou 
its own m erits. In order to grow radishes 
free from maggots iii the roots. I would 
grow them in a bed of sand; and to prevent 
the Hea-beetles from destroj lug the foliage, 
I would place this bed, if posMble. upon a 
bit of sod ground, and surround it with a 
tight fram e of boards at least a foot high. 
For the green cabbagew orm I nave found 
pyrethrum , or Eeisian insect powder, the 
most satisfactory destroyer, lf the powder 
is of good quality it will hear diluting w th 
twice its bulk of air-slaked lim e or dour, 
and, if the m ixture is allowed to stand a 
tew ho rs before it is applied, it will Drove 
more effectual than if puton im m ediately 
after mixing. The Woouason bellows is an 
excellent tool for d istru stin g the powder. 
The I est tim e to apple it is on a quiet e\ en- 
i"g, when the dew has just commenced to 
fall. 
For the striped cucum ber beetle preven­ 
tion is the only method that I have found 
satisfactory 
C o\er the hills before the 
plants come up with fram es m ade of nar­ 
row i oards with mosquito netting tacked 
over th** top. 
For the sqnash-vine borer, I find c o 's 
dipped in coal tar atm placed among the 
plants a great benefit, but not a perfect 
remedy. 
I he cobs should be placed iii the 
hills about the m iddle of June, and they 
should be dipped in the tar again once a 
month or so during tho season. 
For the currant worm, I have found noth­ 
ing bi tter than the old 
remedy, 
viz.; 
powdered white hellebore, applied either 
dry or with water. 


Kaffir Corr*, 
Kaffir corn was first brought to public 
notice in 18y6. It is a variety of sorghum , 
non-saccharine and distinctly different in 
habit of growth and other characteristics 
from all others of th at ( lass. Tho Florida 
Dispatch calls this Kaffir corn “the com ing 
fodder plant for Florida.” and states some 
of its m erits and peculiarities. 
Numbered 
with other statem ents made, are the fol­ 
lowing; 
Th*- average height of growth on good, 
strong land is five and one-half to six fe e t; 
on 111in lui d, four aud one-half to five feet. 
Ti e stalk is stout, never blown about In­ 
winds, ne) er tangles, and is always m an­ 
ageable, ea-ily I audion. A boy can gather 
toe grain he ds or Hie fodder. The seed 
heads grow from ten to twelve inches in 
length, and Hie prod u t of gtain on good 
land rea hes fiftv to sixty bushels per acre. 
Kaffir corn lias the quality common to 
n any sorghums of resisting droughts, lf 
the growth is checke by a w ant of moist­ 
ure the plant w aits for rain, aud then at 
once resumes its processes, and in the mo-t 
disastrous seasons has not failed so ar to 
make its crop. On very thin aud worn lan s 
it yields paying cr ps of grain ami forage, 
even In dry seasons iii which corn lias 
utterly failed on the same lands. 
The whole stalk, asw ell as the blades, 
cures into excellent fodder, and in all 
stages of its grow th is available for green 
feed, cattle, mules and horses being equally 
fond ol it. and its qua tty not surpas-cd by 
any other known variety. If cut down to 
tile ground, tw c or more shoots spring Loin 
Hie roots, and the grow Hi is thus main- 
tainediiut l ch erked by frost. 
In Georg a, where this corn has been ex­ 
perim ented with most largely, it is planted 
during the latter part of March or early iii 
April in the m iddle portion of the blate. It 
bears earlier planting titan oilier m illets or 
sorghums. It should be put In rows not 
over three feet apart, even on l est land, 
and it bears thicker planting than any 
other variety of sorghum ; should be massed 
iu the drill on good land, for either grain or 
forage purposes, and also on thin land, if 
forage mainly is desired. Use three to five 
pounds of sec per acre. 
The c iltlvation of the Kaffir corn is con­ 
do ted just as the common or Indian corn. 
Standing four to six stalks in every foot ol 
drill, the plough of cultivators m ust be 
chiefly relied on, hut little hoe work being 
practicable. 
Comp red with other sorghums, the Kaf­ 
fir is found to i e early, abundant in yield, 
reliable iii all seasons and a superior cion 
for notli quau'ity and ■■uaiity ol its product. 
Fl' Ur from K athr grain has been found 
more nearly analogous to w heat than any 
other giain of its class, 
I 
is darker, of 
cm r e, but is of like texture rn the dough 
aud in the cooking. 


all plants to raise and keep for w inter; is 
very healthy, and the wonder is thateveiy- 
body does not have it in abundance. 


A Cheeter rf Celery, 
H aving had considerable experience in 
growing and storing celery for family use, 
and tried nearly alf ti e m anipulations rec­ 
om m ended for bleaching it I m ust say with 
W. G. W. th at I have lound nettling th at I 
like so well for use on a lim ited scale as 
tiles. They cause it to blanch beautifully, 
free from rust or rot, and fit to eat, the 
bunches coming from Hie tiles so clean. 
But Having used Poth a single four-inch 
round, and two two-inch horseshoe tiles for 
this purpose, I like the hoseshoe tiles and 
two p iece-m u 'h the le u ; they are more 
easily applied, cost less, and by using a 
pie eo f paper for wrapping about them 
before tying, the darkening is perfect ana 
the 
blanching 
could 
not 
he 
better. 
But, by 
the 
way, 
I could never see 
that blanching added anything to the fla­ 
vor of celery; rich soil, good cultivation 
anil plenty of water, giving rapid growth, 
is what insoles the finest favor. But while 
’ tilling” w in ks splendidly on asm ali scale, 
as on a few rows f> r early use. it is hardly 
practicable for extended culture, even for 
faintly use, because ol the great am ount of 
bundling and hauling of tiles twi e a year 
and the expense of break ice. Besides this, 
with celery intel ded tor w in cr use, blanch­ 
ing Is unnecessary: if it he merely handled 
once or twice, so as to keep it straig t and 
"close-headed” w ith plenty of tender heart, 
the blanching comes perfectly alter it is 
stored for w inter. 
My way of preparing 
the land and raising celery for family use 
ii the 
easiest 
and 
bist I have ever 
seen 
tried, 
and 
the wonder 
is 
that 
everybody 
ha-

it.” 
The celery ground, as early in the spring 
as possible, is m arked out with two horses 
ana a large plough, by m aking dead furrow s 
as deep us two furrows can m ake them 
where each row of celery is to be planted. 
These are fille t with m anure and the 
ploughing reversed so that the ti alture is 
covered up and the land Ie11 n ridges 
’J he 
land is then narrowed at intervals, so th a t 
by the latter part of May it is qui e level, 
when It is p oughed w lib one horse ai d a 
small plough, this time into lands or teds 
so cs to have the dead furrow come exactly 
in the m anure th a t was buried and where 
the celery is to be planted. If thought best 
im re m anure is scattered into the furrows 
and worked iii with a com cultivator, "nar­ 
rowed up" as close as it will work well. 
Once again in two or ti ree weeks it is 
ploughed in the same way and loving 
the rarrow < ouie in the same place, By 
tills ret eated ploughing with the one-horse 
plough and iii the same way the ground is 
made mellow and the m anure m ixed in 
very deedy just where the p iano are to 
gro , and it is wonderful bow this deep 
rich bed holds m oisture if the season should 
happen to ne dry. From this tim e on until 
ti e planting season the cultivator or one- 
horse harrow should be run often enough 
to prevent all weed growth and to fine and 
mellow the soil, but all cultivation should 
be lengthwise of Hie row so as to fill the 
fu rio u s as little as p< ssible. I have found 
a log 15 inches in diam eter aud 'I Vs to 3 
feet long. draw n through these furrows a 
won de fully effective im provem ent to pul­ 
verize the sail and mix in manure. 
When ready to plant, the valleys or fur­ 
rows will be found about six inches lower 
than the ridges betw een; very rich, fine 
mellow and usually w ell moistened. The 
plants should i e set in shallow furrows 
made iii the nottoui of these depressions. 
The advantages of H is mode of preparing 
the ground are its thorougl ness and cheap­ 
ness. as the w*ork is alf done by h< rse pow er. 
In all subsequent cultivation the soil works 
down tow. rd ann about the plants and if 
they are h an d led 'th e leaves gathered up 
and a little soil di aw n around them! once 
or twice, so th at no dirt Ie allowed to 
get 
into 
their 
hearts, 
by 
fall they 
will be very "heavy plants," giving a 
large 
yield and free lrom rust or rot 
and 
ready 
for storing — which 
m ay 
ne in any way most desirable. I am now 
(January ll) eating as fine celery as one 
could wish, which was m erely placed d o e 
together in shoe boxes as it was taken from 
the ground last fall, with about half the* 
soil th at came up with it left on The boxes 
were nut lino a t onier of the cellar, parti­ 
tioned oft so it can be closed up very dark, 
aud two-in b pieces of scantling put down 
about them form ing a sort of dam . the in­ 
side of which was filled with water at the 
tim e 
J he celery w as put in aud it has 
been filled once since. There has been no 
wilting, but the celery has grown finely all 
the tim e. Celery is cue ut the easiest ut 


P o in ts in R aspberry C ulture. 
The bush system —W hen 11 egan cultivat­ 
ing raspberries, the only system then known 
or practhed to adm it of cultivation, was to 
tie or wire canes to stakes or to strips nailed 
to stakes, and this was my m ethod for sev­ 
eral years. This was both expensive and 
troublesome. 
W here several acres were 
devoted to the culture of this superb fruit, 
the ci st of slakes and of tw ine or wire was 
a considerable item, and the expense of 
labor in tying or wiring up the canes was a 
yet greater item. This has been replaced 
by the hush system, w bidi requires neither 
stakes or wi e. It relieves Hie cultivator of 
all the disagreeable work of tying up the 
canes. The berries grown on pinched back 
canes are of as good a quality and Hie Yield 
is as great as on canes treated in the old 
way. As may be conjectur. d from the 
nam e of the system, the object is to con­ 
vert the cane into a bush which will be self­ 
supporting. The first point is to plant the 
canes deeper than w hen tbsv are%> ; e tied 
up. 
Iii the latter case a depth of one inch 
or two is sufficient; but for the bush svstem 
a depth of at least three or four inches is 
required. The first year 8 growth iR pinched 
bauk when eight or ten inches long. The 
second and all succeeding years the tips of 
the growing shoots are pin; bed Pack from 
tw enty to twenty-four inches long, 
This 
stops their growth In height and causes 
them to throw out laterals in all directions, 
effectually balancing and supporting Hie 
m ain stem. Early each spring air laterals 
are cut l ack with hand-pruning shears, 
leaving them from one foot to t wo feet long. 
according to the num ber and strength of 
the canes in the hill. This operation ad­ 
m its of easy aud rapid work. As soon as 
the pruning is completed all tho deuris is 
carried out and burned 
C ultivation—I find it necessary to m ake 
some use of the hoe. though this itso is 
little after the first season. I begin culti­ 
vation early in the spring—as sood as I can 
get the debris from pruning out of the way, 
ami the ground in a fit condition to stir. A 
one-horse cultivator is the best Implement, 
I cultivate at least« nee a week up to the 
first of August the first year, and till the 
fruit begins to form thereafter. 
Some 
growers recommend cultivation 
up to 
August every year, but I do not find this ad­ 
visable in my locality. 
I sup ora that 
lo ation and character of soil will bara 
considerable to do with this. I cultivate 
tw o or tiirce inches deep; there is no danger 
of injuring th'* planes by cultivating tills 
deep. Too late cultivation m ust I e avoided, 
as it will keen ihe plants growfng and pts- 
v* n t their m aturing their wood sufficiently 
to w ithstand the winter. However, I am 
rare y troubled with tho canes 
w inter­ 
killing. The hoe is used only to cut out 
weeds ami loosen soil where it Is impo Bible 
to get with the cultivator 
Cultivation im­ 
proves tim qti ’lily of the crop. 
Planting—P lant rn gen d soil, well under­ 
drained. Fairly good crops mav be grown 
on rolling land not under-drained, tint the 
highest success is only attainable by under- 
draining. Upland clay loam is good. Rasp- 
tiorrtes will do well in anv soil which is fer­ 
tile and well drained. The rail is prepared 
as for any common larm crop. If the soil is 
deep, plough deep; deep preparation is the 
hest. pulverize well, as you would for a 
w heat or corn crop, only better than I ani 
afraid rn ny of my readers d a I have 
already spoken of the depth to plant. I 
plans in hills six feet apart each way. as I 
like to cross cultivate, amt I find Ute b e rri's 
pay me good rent for even this much Find. 
Many gioweis plant in rows six or seven feet 
apart m aking the bills three feet apart in the 
rows; and this is I robably the better pl rn 
w here land is higher and labor com para­ 
tively cheaper than with nm. I uraw a 
furrow where I w ant the row to be, using 
for this purpose a single diam ond or bar­ 
abara plough. 
I make the cro-s-rows In the 
same way and plant at the intersect!' ns. 
Draw the soil around the plant, and firm it 
else the winds will dislodge the plant. 
I 
prefer to plant iii the evening, and if a rain 
is pending it is all the more to my liking. 
W hat I h are w ritten raters to black caps. 
The ieds are planted and cultivated in 
much the same way, except th at they are 
not planted quite so drap, are not pruned 
ut all the first vear, and are not pru ed so 
severely thai carter. These plants throw 
up many suckers which m ust be cu to u t. 


Crowth of Forest Trees. 
Professor Beal, in a recently issued bulle­ 
tin of the Michigan A gricultural College, 
gives the growth of a num ber of trees on 
the college grounds, showing the com para­ 
tive progiess made by the deferent species. 
The arboretum was begun in 1875, now 
covering two acres, and com prising 215 
species of trees and shrubs. They were 
mostly raised lrom seed, pl nted where the 
trees were to remain. 
lim y were in rows 
four feet apart, ami cultivated like corn. 
After some years, as the trues shaded the 
ground, the cultivation was discontinued, 
and i rass crept in, retarding growth, nd 
doing most barm eaily in the Batson before 
the foliage of the trees shaded it. Tfte fol­ 
lowing figures, whit h we have nut in tabu­ 
lar form, are given, showing the degree of 
growth made by several trees, not always 
owing entirely to their inherent vigor, bi t 
som ew hat Infill* need I y soil m d external 
c auses. Eat Ii diam eter is the m easurem ent 
of the largest n ee of its Kind, and was 
taken a foot anova the ground;

Sand Paint for Carden Smictu*-**, 
A correspondent of tho I cndon Garden 
writes: I observe that Mr. Peter Henderson 
recommends white-lead and sand as a sub­ 
stitute for ordinary paints. I have never 
used the m ixture, but at one tim e we used 
a otisiderable quantity of what we term ed 
sand paint. This was made with w hiting 
and white lead in o ital parts, with ai out a 
fourth of Hie w hole of sib or sand, 
su f­ 
ficient oil w as added to render it workable, 
and this was laid on s thickly as possible. 
When it dried, it felt fund aud g ritty - 
alm ost like stone; and my experience is 
that it is the most durable and im pervious 
to wraather of any paint I have ever em ­ 
ployed. About ti teen years ago we p inted 
the end of a building with it, cud I noticed 
tile other day that, although no paint of 
anv kind has been apt lied since, there is 
still a fair coat on Hie walls. Two or three 
coals of this sand paint w ould ran or boards 
quite im pervious to weather lnduences for 
years. W hite lead is am to pre! off a ’ter a 
tim e but th k paint d e- not i o so. It lonns 
a solid bony th at nothing but the w eather­ 
wear of many years can allect. Another 
w y th it we h u e employed is to lay on the 
paint first, aud then. beiora it «ommences 
to dry, sprinkle sand thl g*^' over it. This 
gives it a rather rough. statua'ike appear­ 
ance. whivh in certain siuutLoi.s is de­ 
sirable.

Valuable Pointe for Farmers. 
As this necessary article (c der) can he 
procured so easily .it is difficult to under­ 
stand why there should be used adulterate I 
and less wholesome acids as a subst tote. 
Ai the present tim e, the extent * t on hard­ 
ing is so large that, with the usual crop of 
apples, taking those of a poorer character 
and such natural fruit as most farms pro­ 
duce, if converted into cider and tlieu into 
vinegar, there w, uld Ie a supply for all 
reasonable dem ands. 
The chief w ant is 
the dem and for pure cidet vinegar; it has 
been f-o in ihe oast th at it was with diffi­ 
culty that the pure article i ould be sold at 
a fairly rem unerative price, if at all; and 
as a result apples unfit tor m arket iiave 
been fed to anim als, a1 ow ed to go to waste. 
or the best m anufactured into cider for 
drink ng purposes, an those who, if they 
could have the pure article would prefer to 
use it, are compelled to use som ething of a 
deleterious nature possessing the proper­ 
ties of an acid. If the consumers would in­ 
sist upon having none but pure cider vine­ 
gar, they would soon ii a e it. for the de­ 
mand created would lead to its more exte n ­ 
sive m anufacture, and a supply would thus 
be provided. 
It seems to he adm itted that one can breed 
for eggs just as one can tor m ilk or but­ 
ter. An egg from a good layer will lie mc re 
likely to produce a good layer than an egg 
from a poor layer 
Tins idea Pas never 
been disputed th a t we know of. Most p?o- 
ple claim that it is tem rassiule to pi* k out 
the desired eggs. It may be in a very large 
track, but in our yards of fifteen in ns we 
can easily tell them . It takes an observing 
man bul a short tim e to determ ine which 
are the workers among his hens. As a rule, 
each hen lays an egg peculiar to herself. 
It is a little different in shai*e or size from 
the rest, We find th at two-thirds of qttr 
hens co about all the work. There are 
m any loafers. Four or five bens lay right 
a1' ng. We propose to set eggs from them . 
and, if possible, raise born pullets ml r.'Oxt­ 
ers from our best layers. We think it wou'd 
pay large breeders to experim ent with their 
hens. P u t them in small Hocks from tim e 
to tim e and watch them. Pick out the best 
layers aud out them together, aud select 


the pick of the flock for breeding stock. If 
th**re is anything in bree mg, this wou'd 
lay th*- foundation of a strain ot good lay­ 
ers, 
nnd 
with cocks from 
good 
lay­ 
ing 
liens the strain can be kept up. 
Ti e season for setting hens is coming. 
The question a« to the shal e of eggs for set­ 
ting may w ell fie considered. I oes it pay 
to pick out eggs of good shape, to avoid 
pointed e ;gs and these with the "bigness 
all at one end? Breeders differ in their 
opinion as to this point kome aim to pick 
out only the oval eggs, rejecting a pointed 
egg even from their best liens. O thers B iy 
they would use any egg from a good ben.no 
m atter w hat its shape may be. Still others 
say that a hen in perfect health always tavs 
a wdl-xhaped egg; that a pointed or poorly 
sh..pert egg is a sign th a t the hen is too fat 
or otherwise out of condition. W ho has 
noticed anything regarding this? My own 
observation leads me to believe th at the 
last nam ed idea is the correct one. I w ish 
others would give their ex peri* nee. 
If 
there is anything tn Ihe selection of eggs it 
will pay to take i ains with I t 
W hat is claim ed to fie the largest artesian 
well in the world Is in Bt. Augustine, 
Fla. "The well, which is twelve inches in 
diam eter, by actual m easurem ent flows at 
the rate of 7,000.000 gallons per twenty- 
lour hours. The well is now m o feet below 
tbe surface, and is being deepened every 
day. A three-inch cable of the strongest 
m aterial is used to hold the im m ense drill 
which is I eing used to sink the well. The 
old-tashb ned idea th at Florida was of a 
coral formation ha* of late years been vig­ 
orously di'puted. The boring of this well 
proves that an im m ense depth of coral un­ 
derlies the State, and samples of the m ate­ 
rial have been saved st every stage of 
depth, and for the last 560 feet the drill has 
b en going through coral rock. 
Another 
interesting fact is developed, th at the lower 
the well is drilled the higher the tem pera­ 
ture of the w ater becomes. It is now about 
80 Fahrenheit,” 
Dur ng the winter, it is not uncom m on 
for sheen to be affected with bliimness, 
caused bv a film over the eye, front which 
there is eventually a slight discharge of 
m atter and water.

Then he dug an eleven-m ile canal, supplied 
with w ater partly from the bania Anita 
river, but rn 'inly from artesian wells. Re­ 
cently w aler was turned into the canal, an i 
fend which sold for $5 now sells for $300 
an acre. 
The average prDe of wheat in Chicago dur­ 
ing 188(t wars 76Vb cents. This is the low- 
< st average ever readied in th at m arket, 
and tw el\e cpnts a ushel lower than the 
average during J885. Corn was also unus- 
u lly low, I eing only 37Va cent* Der bushel, 
th jUBIi this average price of corn has been 
lower in 1873 ann 187». Prices ot both 
grains at the close of Ihe year showed Borne 
advance on the average, and it is scarcely 
probable that 1887 will see as low prices in 
either grain as did Its im m ediate prede­ 
cessor. 
The quality of the Florida oranges now 
coming torw ard for sa e in N orthern mar­ 
kets is quire inferior. Tile orange is thick­ 
skinned aud coarse, lacking the fine flavor 
(lithe to a valuable 
quality in Florida 
oranges. This dete rioration, which is an- 
p aren tto all, is accounted mr by Rome of 
the growers as tbe ettect of the extrem e 
cold w eather which has visited Florida 
during the last year or two. Many orange 
growers in Florid* will be severely disap­ 
pointed t this year’s result!, though prices 
arc reasonably firm, considering the quality 
of Hie crop. 
W here Hie hay is put up rather green, it 
may bo saved in good condition for feeding 
by m ixing with straw . The surplus mots 
tare of the grass is absorbed, and with it 
much of the arom a which gives good bay 
its delicate . avor. It can hardly be said 
lh t the nutritive value of Hie straw has 
1 een made equal to hay by this pro; ess. for 
its constituents have not t een ( hanged. But 
in m aking straw more palatable, there is a 
decided gain in its niter th e value, as 
w fiatcv r is carat) w db a relish is digested 
so mu Ii better than th a t which is not. lf 
straw am: hay are to be stored together 
n xt sum m er, the straw m ust he saved in 
good condition now. Mauv tanners, who 
well know the benefit from this practice, 
scarce y ever try it for the reason th at at 
haying tim e the obi straw is all gone an I 
th at irotn the new grain crop is not yet 
thrashed. 
Bult is one of the best m aterials to put on 
man re heaps in winter. It will keep them 
from freezing during very (old weather, 
and when it ta w arm er will keep the heap 
moist and prevent tire-fangiug. Salt in con­ 
nection with car, ohio acid gas is an excel­ 
lent solve) t. an I Ii is a good fertilizer for 
land ( ontainiiig a large am ount ot vege- 
tanle m atter. Of eourae. where salt is ap­ 
plied on m anure piles it should I e where it 
will not tie long exposed to rains, as its 
power ti, m ake ie, ti libers soluble will then 
cause loss. But if the m anure is to he st 
on e i fawn on Ute field there is little d in- 
ger from this, as Hie fertility will to ab­ 
sorbed by the soil.

" ‘By the by,’one would rem ark,’it’s about 
tim e we had another good snipe breakfast. 
We m ust go out w ith the sack some night 
and catch a few.’ 
“Then would follow a pause in the con­ 
versation to allow of the bait being caught 
and some interesting topic like the am ount 
of bay in the barn or the arrival of the 
next stage would be touched upon. Here, 
as in the rara of the Bostonian, the stranger 
will usually chip in and ask for infor- 
m atien on this curious m ethod of entrap- 
piug game.

About 
3 0,000 
people 
in­ 
habit the place. 
Here 
are 
fitted 
out 
all the caravans th a t sta rt for Lake Tan­ 
ganyika with slaves and ivorv. H ere is th e 
distributing point for all the goods from 
Zanzibar, whicb th e Arabs scatter over the 
country am ong chiefs, who sell them Ivory 
or slaves, or who help them on their slave 
raids. 
Caravans are continually com ing 
and going. Provisions are abundant and 
cheap. Many of the bouses are large and 
are very well built w ith sun-dried bricks. 
The till Is around the town are covered with 
rice fields. The Arabs have also introduced 
cattle since Stanley was there, ten years 
ago. and now large herds flourish on the 
plains some distance from the town. 
The significant fact revealed by the recent 
travels of Dr. Lenz and L ieutenant Gleerup 
is th a t the Arabs, who ten years ago were 
few ;n num ber west of Tanganyika, are now 
sw arm ing over the entire country. All ap­ 
pearances point to the form ation of a new 
Arab State In C entral Africa on territory 
th a t is claim ed by the Congo State. 
Dr. Lenz says th at now here in savage 
Africa has he seen so much Industry and 
such general cultivation of the land as in 
the regiou around Nvangwe and Kasongo, 
and h* expressed tne opinion th at this large 
district Is adapted to colonization, an idea 
th at has hitherto been very generally dis­ 
credited.

The love and veneration shared by all 
the group for their m other, and the deep 
grief they felt in her death, is a living 
bond between them , ami one never to cie 
while they live.

Her father had died 
three weeks after his removal there to be­

I no know th at there is great satisfaction rn 
Hie contem plation of them , as we read the 
record of how C hrist perform ed them when 
He was am ong men. in the nosh and IU tho 
actual dem onstration of His power. 
I he 
situation then was a peculiar on*. Christ 
understood 
it 
thoroughly, 
and 
every 
act 
of 
his 
showed 
His 
profound 
knowledge not only of the men am ong 
whom He was moving, to whom He was 
speaking and with whom He was dealing: 
b u t it showed til at he knew all their past 
history; that it was an open book to Him 
and th at He understood it porie< tty. He 
understood all oi n oir tradition**, their pe­ 
culiar beliefs, and He used this know ledge 
with wonderful power iu moving am ong 
them and w orking am ong 1 hem. Y ou re­ 
member th at when C hrist cam e they were

P°They all felt carnal am bition, worldly 
love of power and dominion and national 
progress and prosperity, ail of winch was 
wrapped up and iiiseparately connected 
w itn their hopes of the Messiah; and wh< u 
the star appeared over the cradle of beth le­ 
hem and the wi e aion cam e asking tor tho 
babe who was to b ath e kiug ol the Jews, 
there sprang up the hone of some dem on­ 
stration of his power, but when they had 
done hom age and gone their way nothing 
more was heard nom Hun until twelve 
years alter, when he appeared, a m ere lad.

His power. Tfiey as. Til ed it all to the good­ 
ness of God. and denied the divln.ty of 
C hrist Himself, the originality and His one­ 
ness wilh the Father, and Christ saw an op­ 
portunity when they brought th a t m an to 
be cured, and He said to the man these re­ 
m arkable words: “Sinner, be of good che r; 
thy sins be forgiven thee.’

im agine w hat Uio-e people would say. 
“ Whv, we didn’t bring this man here th in k ­ 
ing about his sins; we said nothing to you 
on the subject of his sins, we brought him 
here to be cured lot his palsy.

He knew 
w hat their reply would be: "Vou blasphem e 
because you place yourself on aD equality 
w ith God, who alone has th e power to for­ 
give a m an’s sins.’’

The logic was flawless, the 
dem onstration was complete.

logical man a lesson that bo could not forge,

*?t was a dem onstration by Christ, by his 
own logical m ethods, and in a way th a t 
could net De re ated that He was one w ith 
Hi- Father. T hat row er was given to Him 
not only to heal m en’s bodies, but to forgive 
th eir sill', and i y ihe visible act lie dem on­ 
strated to them w hat had taken place th at 
was invisible and spiritual. And I say 
It Itn nkriipieil Ev ery tier I he 
aud pharisee, aud sw ept every argum ent 
out from under them , and they could do 
nothing except to I all la rk on their old j 
theory and pi also Got! th a t lie had given i 
such power unto men.

C hrist is in Boston, and today, and iii this 
church this afternoon, as really and as per­

T he only difference is th at he was theta 
bound w ith th e ligam ent of flesh, while 
here he is in spirit ac* csdble to all men,

T he first feeling was an expression of re­ 
gret ih at we had lost so much tim e in put­ 
ting our < oast defein es in * relet, getting a 
navy iii form and casting guns up to tho 
needs of the period. 'I ne attitude of the 
Ben to will probably sti 'en up the W est to 
m eet these expenditures, and therefore to 
some extent end tho controversy at out so 
m uch surplus in the treasury.

“'Hie pension list is already too large,” 
says an editor, writing with more zeal than 
knowledge, “and something should be done 
to check it.” 
These words look harmless, but they out 
like a keen-edged sword into the hearts of 
men aud women who know how many are 
suffering for help, how many claims are 
still unrecognized, and bow many homes 
are still darkened by the clouds of the 
war 
that has been. 
In the sad mi­ 
nority, without political representation, 
saddened 
beyond 
expression 
by 
past 
memories, and burdened by present needs, 
the surv ivors of the war ana their families 
present a picture more pathetic than any­ 
thing vet put upon canvas or described by 
the historian. It is our national dishonor, 
while one widow or child of u dead soldier, 
or a single wounded patriot, is unprotected 
or unprovided for. Every man of intelli­ 
gence knows that the slightest error in doc­ 
umental evidence, the death of all who 
might witness for an applicant, or the loss 
of papers, throws out hundreds of cases 
where the standing of the soldier was of 
the best, where he gave himself and sacri­ 
ficed his family for his country. A country 
saved by such sacrifices should honor its 
heroes in life or death. 
The brave women now engaged in work­ 
ing for 
the 
soldiers 
find 
themselves 
thwarted 
in 
many 
ways, 
and 
in 
unexpected places; and were it not for their 
efforts and the work of the Grand Army, 
the dark shadow of 
the war 
would 
still fall heavily upon hundreds of lives. All 
honor to them for their noble work, and all 
shame to those whose rulings compel brave 
iriBu and worthy women, who should las 
honored pensioners, to become virtually ob­ 
jects of private charity. The fact9 now on 
record, and many cases are not recorded at 
a1), would astonish the ease-loving people 
who say “the war is over and let us hoar no 
more alout it.” 
The war is not over. Boys who wont into 
it with hearts and nerves of men are now 
in their prime; women who were then fresh 
from school,or even in the school room, left 
their books to nurse the soldier or scrape 
lint; children who were then living in lux­ 
ury are now paupers: fathers who loved 
the home nest have never known a home 
since; mothers, who worked and waited, 


thrown cot. the case, and the innocent war 
victims remain victims still. 
With these facts in mind, with the brave, 
patient toilers in our midst; with children 
longing for an education now Impossible, 
because the war made them fatherless and 
poor: with men in middle life now walking

w rong? God sifted this nation through a 
terrible civil war, and its heross, like 
choice grain, are already lost sight of iii 
the chaff of prosperity aud political ambi­ 
tion. 
Prune the nension list of all unworthy 
names, but sparo and protect the heroes 
and their children. This should be our 
proud national duty. 


LITERARY REWARDS. 
It has recently been made public that 


R i c h a r d H e n r y D a n a , J r ., received only 
$260 for his popular book, “Two Years 
Before the Mast,” while his publisher 
made a fortune of $50,000 by it. 
D ana 
was anxious to sell his manuscript and, he 
being at that time entirely unknown, the 
publisher drove a hard bargain with him. 
Very different are the prices which have 
been paid to some writers after they havo be­ 
come famous. 
Mr. G la d sto n e has just 
received $1250, or about twelve cents a 
word, for his article in the current number 
of a magazine. 
Even this amount seems 
small when compared with the fabulous 
sums given for special work. D ic k e n s was 
paid $5000 each for two stories for Boston 
magazines, while the New York Ledger 
gave bim a like sum for his rather inferior 
tale of “Hunted Down.” 
In this little 
story there are 1000 lines, with an average 
of 8Vi words, or 38 letters to a line; so4hat 
it was paid for at the rate of 57 cents a 
word, or nearly 13 cents a letter. The man­ 
uscript was literally worth its weight in 
gold, for Mr. B o n n e r afterward had it 
bound, and it was sold for $500 for the ben­ 
efit of a fair. 
A larger sum proportionately was given 
T en n y so n for bis poem on "England and 
America in 1782,” for in this there are only 
twenty lines, for which be got $250 a line. 
Some one mathematically inclined has 
figured out that the laureate received on 
that occasion nearly half a dollar for each 
stroke of his pen. 
These ave exceptional 
figures, but nil literary work is better paid 
now than ever before. Take G o l d s m it h , 
for example, who sold bis ever-delighttul 
"Vicar of Wakefield "for £60,and who, after 
the suocess of "The Traveller,” refused 
the £100 offered bv his publisher, as ho 
found on computation that this would be 
at the rate of a crown a couplet, ana he 
could not conceive of a poem being worth 
that sum. VV bat would he have said had 
he been offered, like tho modern pool, £60 
a line. 
Of our own writers, L o n g f e l l o w has, 
perhaps, been the most generously paid. 
Ills "Hanging of the Crane” brought him 
$3000, while the friend who conducted the 
negotiation was given $1000—a suggestive 
contrast to tho manner in which genius was 
rewarded two centuries ago, when M ilto n 
sold the greatest poem in the language 
for £6.

Dr. H am m o n d uttois aloud the thought of 
many parents and teachers who are too 
broad to bind themselves to systems or 
methods because such methods chance to 
be popular. 
The increase of private schools and the 
rebuilding of old academies tells the story 
of 
dissatisfaction 
among 
educators in 
stronger terms than the mere general de­ 
nial given by those who swear by all the 
methods of our public schools and close their 
eyes to the defects in our system. 
Instances are not wanting where children 
have suffered from overwork and tile un­ 
reasonable custom of giving out borne les­ 
sons. The child’s best hours, nearly all its 
waking hours certainly, are spent in the 
| school-room. and tho others not devoted to 


I sleep should be given to recreation. Tho 
mere growing physically is a severe strain, 
j aud an old-time physician was not far from 
j the truth when he said ’’that the great bulk 
of th* children bad all they could do to 
prow, without duties being imposed upon 
them until their heads ached, their limbs 
were cramped and their nerves overtaxed." 
Only a few weeks since a proud Boston 
mother told in a trium phant manner of her 
sou’s engagements, a boy of 14. He was 
attending a school where hard study is im­ 
perative, he was taking private lessons in 
French, attending a dancing class, took 
part in plays ai d musicales, kept up his 
music under a master twice during the 
week, and went to parties occasionally. 
Thus by her own conlession this motlier 
proved that lier boy was occupied or driven 
at high pressure from one week’s end to 
th<j beginning of the next. He was breath­ 
ing constantly the exhausted air of crowded 
rooms, aud, as Dr. H am m ond remarks, 
"using upiiisLrain capital faster than its 
receipts.” And this mother was content to 
have it so, and lei eatculy said: "It does 
not seem to hurt him, he is so smart.” 
Nature uses all hor forces according to 
rulo, 
£bo never blunders, never trips. 
When the oveitaxcd boy reaches manhood 
he will suddenly break down, and tho 
cause will be attributed to some special 
pressure, while its real seat of disturbance 
was laid in childhood. 
" I t is very strange that M. should become 
insane” says one; "there is no tendency 
that way on either side of the families.” 
No, there is a first time,and M.’s pitiful con­ 
dition Is told briefly. He entered the pub­ 
lic schools at an early age.hu was ambitious 
arid his parents assisted him at homo; ho 
surpassed hid classmates, aud delighted his 
j friends; in short, ho was number oue. 
When he needed air he was at his books, 
when be required recreation, he was shut 
up within four walls to cram his brain 
with the stories of barbarous men in bar­ 
barous davg, and meaningless 
dates of 
events, much better forgotten than remem­ 
bered. His abnormal appetite caused by 
nature's demand to keep up the steam in 
this complex human eugine was considered 
as evidence of vigorous health. In college he 
kept up his record, and then began bis life­ 
work only to break down at 30 and be con­ 


fined in a mad-house. 'Ute case is not 
imaginary. Hundreds are doing just this 
every year, and still we go on applauding 
the children who are ambitious and urging 
them on by the frequent application of our 
Yankee goad, "so sm art.” 
It is quite time to bring common sense to 
bear upon this question; quite in order to 
say to superiors and instructors "thus far 
shalt thou come and no farther,” while we 
carefully remember that teachers are in no 
sense responsible for tho defects of a system 
under which they labor. Brain capital has 
never been fully appreciated in the world’s 
market, aud now is the appointed time for 
its respectful consideration.

Skirt 
for 
Lady. 
Afghan 
Stitch. 
Materials—Four skeins of brown starlight 
Scotch yarn, 2 skeins of pale yellow. (Tho 
skirt part is made of one shade, the border 
two shades.) A long coarse bono crochet 
needle is required. Begin at middle of back 
with 105 stitches. Afghan or plain tricot 
stitch is worked in rows, each row of the 
stitch requiring two rows of work, one lor- 
ward and one back to the starting point. 
For the first row take up each stitch, leav­ 
ing tnem on all on the needle to end, then 
pull yarn through Hie last stitch, then 
through 2 at a time till beginning of row id 
reached again with only I st tch on needle; 
in subsequent rows 
take 
the stitches 
through the perpenuicular veins that lie on 
the surface instead ot through the chain 
stitches. 
Work 117 rows for the first half of the 
skirt, reaching to the middle of the front; 
of these, twenty-fifth to twenty-eighth in­ 
clusive. sixty-first to seventy-fourth, and 
the ninety-first to 104th are short rows not 
worked the entire length, but intended to 
form gores to widen the oottom of the 
skirt; work the first row of each of these 
groups of 13 forward aud back on 22 
stitches, then each successive row of the 13 
rows ti stitches further than the preceding 
row; the roiys between the gores are, of 
comae, worked full length. Work the sec­ 
ond half of the petticoat to correspond wnh 
the first half: in this the longest row of the 
gores will come first, ann the succeeding 
rows will be 6 stitches shorter. Sew the 
edges together at the middle of the back, 
leaving an opening near top for plocket 
hole. Crochet a band at top, or a row of 
boles to run ribbon or cord and tassels 
through. 
BORDER. 
Make a chain of 38 stitches, and to begin 
work 3 rows of plain tricot with brown, in 
the lourth row. alter taking a I o o d through 
the perpendicular vein of the 1st stitch as 
usual, * take a loop through the perpendic­ 
ular vein of the next stitch in preceding 
row, then a loop through the following 
stitch in the row Oefore the last, then 2 
loops through the following 2 stitches in 
the third row below, a loop through the 
next stitch in the row before the last, then 
a loop through the stitch in the last row 
directly above the last taken up; work off 
the 
last 0 loops 
taken 
one by one. 
and 
keep 
the 
last 
resulting 
loop 
on the needle as the next loop in this row; 
next take 4 loops through the perpendicular 
veins off the next 4 stitches in the preceding 
row*, repeat from * to * 6 times, then take 
a loop through the last stitch in the row, 
and work of the loops as usual. Repeat 
the third and fourth rows twice with 
brown, then three times with color; after 
that repeat the third to fourteenth rows 21 
times, which \till complete border. Join 
en is, then sew to stitch. I dgo the bottom 
with a row cf crocheted scallops. 


Ladv’s Crocheted Wrap. 
Materials—21 ounces of starlight Scotch 
yarn. A wooden crochet needle, the stem 
of which measures three-quarters of an 
inch in circumference. 
The treble stitch used throughout this 
work., except in tho trimming, ie a variation 
of the ordinary one. and is worked thus 
(keep the loop on the needle, and. turning 
the yarn round it, put it in a stitch; bring 
yarn through, when threo turns will be on 
the necdlo, take un yarn and bring it 
through all three, which finishes this treble 
stitch;. First wind the vain in three sepa­ 
rate balls, and work with an end from each 
hull nil used at once, as this, boing an out­ 
door wrap, must be made thickly. Begin 
by making 60 chain stitches, which should 
measure 21 inches when stretched out. 
This will bo for the shoulder piece. 
First row—Miss the last 2 chain and work 
3 0 treble along the chain; then 5 double 
crochet stitches; this should measure l l 
inches ss it lies. the crochet being 3 stitches 
to the inch, not stretched; turn the work, 
leav in g the rest of ttio chain (always work 
in liack part of stitch). 
Second row—Miss the last d. e., work 4 
d. c.. then 30 treble; turn the work. 
Third row—4 chain, always work the first 
treble of the side on the Inst treble, then 33 
trebles more: ut the end l i e . and l i e . 
on the chain that was left. 
Fourth row-Mibs I, 4 a. c., 38 treble. 
The two I Ast will be on the 4 chain, as 
this end is to slant. 
Filth row—Like third row, but working 37 
treble. 
Sixth row—Miss I, 4 d. c., 36 treble. 
Seventh row—Like third row, working 40 
trebie. 
Eighth row—Miss I, 4 ch c.,39 treble. 
Ninth row—Like third row, working 43 
treble. 
Tenth row—Miss I, 4 d. c., 42 treble. 
Eleventh row—Like third row, working 46 
treble. 
Twelfth row—Miss I. 4 d. c., 45 treble. 
Thirteenth row—3 chain, work treble to 
within 7 stitches of the end. To decrease, 
put the needle in next stitch, bring yarn 
through; then in next stitch, bringing yarn 
through, take up yarn and bring it through 
Hie 3 loops now on needle. Make 2 decreas- 
ings more the same, then I plain, put the 
needle in the end, also in next chain, and 
bring yarn through all three. 
Fourteenth row—Miss I, I d. c.. then 
treble stitches, working the last one on the 
3 chain. Repeat as the 13th and 14th rows, 
6 times more. 
Twenty-fifth row—2 chain, 26 treble, 14 
d. c.. then I d. c., on the chain, work along 
the foundation chain on which the previous 
rows were ended, 20 d-. c. stitches, then 27 
treble to the end. 
Make 80 chain for one long end in front. 
First row—Miss last 3 chain, and work 68 
treble, 4 d. c., turn back, leaving the rest of 
the chain. 
Second row—Miss I, 6 d. c., then treble to 
the end. 
Third row—2 ohain, work treble on last 
row, also on the chain left, along the next

.Provisions o f tho Bill to he Introduced 
by Senator Wilson. 
W a sh in g to n, January 27.—The Senate 
committee on post offices and post roads 
yesterday authorized Senator Wilson of 
Iowa to report an original postal telegraph 
bill as a substitute for that introduced by 
Senator Edmunds. 
The new bill is made up of the first 
eleven sections of that iramed tty the same 
committee in the last Congress, and report­ 
ed ny Senator Hill of Colorado. These sec­ 
tions provide lor the establishment by tho 
postmaster-general of a postal telegraph 
system by contracting fov tho performance 
of the service with existing telegraph com­ 
panies. 
Tho government is required to furnish the 
offices and make provision for selling 
stamps to c over Hie charges. 
Tile schedule of rates is fixed at twenty 
cents for twenty words, where the distance 
ot transmission is 1OU0 miles and five centi 
for every additional 250 miles, provided, 
however, that no charge for twenty worth 
or less shall ho more than fifty cents. Night 
rates are fixed at fifteen cents for 2ooC

tree in 1782 had attained a circumference 
of three feet. Mr. Lucombe. being then tar 
advanced in years, had it cut down tor the 
purpose of having his coffin made of it. 
He lived so much longer than he Antici­ 
pated, however, that several year* before 
hts death he had another and much larger 
tree cut down. sawn in planks, and care­ 
fully deposited under his bod in readiness 
for the above purpose, arid inside those 
planks, over w hich for many years he had 
reposed, he was at last put to rest at the 
advanced age of lo2 years.

PEAT FOR FUEL. 


G re a t In crease In lte T ee In 
M any 
Provinces of B a n ia . 
An official report recently published in 
Russia says that the use of peat as fuel iu 
factories is rapidly increasing. The start 
was given a few years ago by Hie establish­ 
ment of works in the Paltseff Crown forest. 
in tile government of Orel. This proved 
successful, and others were set up and were 
leased to private iii ms. and now tho govern­ 
ment has relinquished them wholly to tho 
latter. Last year twenty-eight crown peat 
bogs were worked on leases, with an area 
of 
6000 
acres. This 
year 
there are 
thirty-three, 
comprising 
an 
area 
of 
50.000, and 
the product of 
peat 
is 
estimated 
at 
40,000,000 
Russian 
cai ic fa horns. 
The 
largest consump­ 
tion of the fuel Is now in the province of 
Vladimir, where the princioal manufactu­ 
rers are renouncing the use of wood, and 
relying solely on peat. A mania for peat 
bogs is now raging, aud the price has risen 
so that a bog is worth mole than the best 
timbered forest. The magnitude of some of 
these cutting establishments can be gath­ 
ered from the fact that the three firms of 
Moro/off, Zimnik 
and Kuzuetzotf have 
more than 8000 men at work in their bogs. 
The machines for cutting are supplied 
chiefly by Moscow, though a few come 
from Belgium and Germany. 
Attempts 
have been made to burn peat on the rail­ 
roads, but the success of the expo intent 
has not been sufficient to warrant Its adop­ 
tion on a large scale.

Miracnlons Escape of the Crew of tho 


Schooner Graham. 


Captain Coleridge Drowned—Story 
of the Survivors. 


H a lifa x, N. S.. January 29.—Bereaved 
fam ilies in this city m ourning for the sup­ 
posed loss of their breadw inners received 
the joyful news yesterday m orning th a t the 
crew of tho schooner Charles G raham had 
been saved. The glad tidings soon spread, 
and was soon th e topic of conversation. 
All 
the 
seam en 
except 
tile 
captain 
are 
saved. 
The 
story 
told 
by 
tile 
survivors form s one of the m ost harrow ­ 
ing tales 
of 
m arine 
experiences ever 
related. Their escape Dom an awful death 
by reaching the island on which the craft 
struck, and then keeping life in their bodies 
for nearly two days on a Darren rock, only a 
few 
feet 
in circum ference, and 
am id 
piercing storm s and bitter cold, was m iracu­ 
lous. Thomas Bonorot. a Frenchm an, bo- 
longing to Cape Breton, and second m ate of 
th e lost vessel, gives the following graphic 
and heart-rending account of th e calam ity 
aud the subsequent experience of the sur­ 
vivors: 
“The C. G raham sailed from Berm uda for 
H alifax on January lo. w ith only a sm all 
cargo and no passengers. She had a crew 
of five on boar *, beside th e m aster. John 
Coleridge of Catalina, N. F. 
Cape Sable 
light, on the southeastern extrem ity of 
Nova Scotia, was passed on Sunday. Thick 
w eather then set in, 'Iho coast was com­ 
pletely obscured in fog, and no lights were 
afterw ards sighted. On Monday evening a 
terrific gale descended on us. the fog in­ 
creased in density, hanging around us like 
an im penetrable cloud of blackest smoke, 
and the sea rose in m ountainous, foaming, 
roaring waves. 


Ho B l a c k W a s t h e N ig h t 
th e crew could not see each other half a 
dozen yards apart. The sails w ere double 
reefed, but the schooner tore ahead before 
th e bowling tem pest. 
We had not the 
slightest idea of our position. 
The pro- 
tra d e d thick w eather prevented any calcu­ 
lations. 
and 
we 
knew 
not 
w hither 
we wore 
being 
driven. 
The captam 
im agined 
we 
were

About lo o’c ock, while the chief mate, 
Jam es W att, was at the wheel, breakers 
were suddenly sighted close on the lee how. 
The cry was raised, but no hum an effort 
could prevent the vessel striking. It was 
hoped, close though she was to the rocks, 
th a t she would sweep salely by. The hope 
was a vain one. The cralt struck with an 
aw ful crash, broadside on the rocks, with a 
cliff nearly 1 0 j feet high tow ering above 
her deck. 
Tile fearful shock tore and tw isted her 
from stem to stern, the deck breaking and 
falling partially in. while the m asts swayed 
in the violent gale as though they would 
fall and crush the terro rstrick en m ariners 
beneath thorn. The lanyards of the forem ast 
were cut. and it fell over against the rocky 
height, loaning a bridge th at offered m eans 
of escape from the wreck. The vessel was 
rapidly breaking into pieces, and in a few 
m inutes nothing would be left of her. The 
crew resolved to tru st their lives on tile 
bridge and reach the cliff. The first m ate 
and a sailor nam ed Jam es Crotty started off 
first 
Boudrot was passing near tile main 
m ast, on his wav to follow, when ho m ot 
Captain Coleridge on his way into tho 
cabin, apparently to obtain som ething. The 
captain exclaim ed. ‘For God’s sake, don’t 
leave m e.’ and Boudrot called back; ‘it’s 
everybody for him self now, and (iou for 
all.’ The colored cook also saw the cai>- 
ta n enter the cabin, and tiiat is the last 
known about him. 


T h e B e e k W m H o F u l l o f H o le * 
tho m en fell through a t every step on their 
way to the forem ast. Reaching the frail 
bridge they m anaged to clim b to a ledge of 
ro k hall way to the cliff’s top, where they 
rested tor breath ami to see now m any cf 
them had got clear of the wreck.

Shouts 
were raised, but no response came. Again 
and again they ca led his nam e, but only 
tna shrieking wind and roaring breakers 
answered back. The forem ast fell from 
the rock, 
pioce

the doomed 
schooner disappeared beneath the w ater, 
and in tw enty m inutes Loin the tim e she 
aick every vestige of the wreck bad dis­ 
appeared. 
After vainly calling for their captain, 
and when the vessel disappeared from 
s gilt, the five hail-clad and shivering 
m ariners looked a out to see how the 
top of the cliff could be readied. By 
careful 
clim bing, aided 
by fissures In 
ti.^ rock, they succeeded In reaching its 
sum m it. W hen daylight cam e the men 
observed thoir position. They were on the 
rocky height known as Dover Castle, an 
island a quarter of a m ile from the shore. 
T heir position was sui Ii th at they could 
not beseen Iron) the shore, and, confined 
to the few' feet of space on the barren sum ­ 
m it of this island, the men existed from 
Monday night until W ednesday morning. 
Storm y w eather prevailed a I the tim e, 
rain falling in torrents, and heavy hail Pelt­ 
ing on their uncovered h«uds 
The cold was Intense, and to attem pt to 
sleep in th eir fright ul situation m eant cer­ 
tain death. Every one kept on the move 
w ithout resting for one m om ent, and when 
one was inclined to fall back from ex­ 
haustion the others a-sisted nim. G reat 
trouble was experienced iii keeping the 
m ate irom giving up. Three tim es on 
Tuesday ni-hc 
be 
fell back into the

closed his eyes 
and 
said

whisper, ‘It is no use; I will shut my eyes 
fos the last tim e.' On W ednesday m orning, 
the sea having calm ed down somewhat, the 
sufferers were over oyed to find coats row­ 
ing about the island, apparently sear- bing 
for the w’reck, and succeed* d iii attracting 
the attention of their occupants, The island 
afforded no lanuing place for boats, but 
long lines were thrown up on the rocks to 
the wrecked crow, with life buoys attached. 
Fastening che life buoys to their bodies, 
the seam en clim bed down the rocks, leaped 
into tile w ater and were hauled to the boats 
The m ate was so exhausted as to be com­ 
pletely heln'ess, and had to lie assisted 
down th e cliff and through the w ater, lie 
has since been laid up from the effects ot 
hts experiem os, and it will be some weeks 
before he fully recovers. Three of tho sur­ 
vivors arrived in H alifax this evening.

r a il l e u s e B o m b . 
Bourges, which bas taken the place of 
Metz and Strasburg, is th e centre of the 
French artillery operations, and It is here 
th at the new explosive, m elenite. is being 
m anufactured for experim ental purposes. 
The two mon who discovered the princi­ 
ples of m elenite are Captains Locard and 
H irondart, who are attached to the gun 
factory at Bourges. 
As a rew ard for their 
invention M. Locard ha* been promoted to 
the rank of major, and M. H irondart has 
been decorated. Major Locard is regarded 
as a savant of the first rank. He devotes 
his tim e entirely to th e technical studies of 
the service and very little to routine. He is 
more of a chem ist and inventor than a 
soldier. 
This powder is hie latest discovery, and 
it was christened m elenite because in color 
it resem bles honey (miel). 
T hree sm all 
forts have been erected a t Bourges to try 
the effect of the new 'shells charged with 
m elenite. The forts look like truncated 
pyramids. Two are of concrete and pebbles, 
aud the third and largest, is of asphalt and 
silex. It is about thirty-ulna leat square 
at the base, sixteen feet high. and cost 
about $74(10. The other two cost together 
$•.1200. 
It is predicted th at the m elenite will 
destroy these solidly-built wonts, of extra 
bard m aterial, in less tim e than it takes to 
write it. 
Gaily experim ents have been 
made on a sm all son Ie, and the result has 
i evil so satisfactory, th at wagon loads of 
m aterial lor the 
m anufacture ate now 
pouring into Bourges. E ther is one of tho 
principal ingredients, and os France only 
produces loo.uoo kilogram m es a year. Min­ 
ister Boulanger has his agents abroad buy­ 
ing it w herever found, even in Germany, 
which is expected to get it back in the form 
of shells some fine day. 
A special design of m ortar is required to 
launch these shells, which are to be made 
at Lyons and Rive de Gier, and sent to 
Bourges to be charged. 
The destructive 
pow erol to e new explosive is said to be IOO 
tim es th a t of ordinary gunpowder, or ten 
tim es th at of mtro-glycerine. 
An ordinary 
sltell lading on the roof of a building bursts 
aud shatters everything in its vicinity. 
The 
m elenite 
shell 
is 
intended 
to 
strike 
the ground 
at 
the 
toundation 
of 
the 
building, 
and, 
once 
there, 
it exploues aud 
shoots everything into 
the air, reducing beam s and joists to an 
alm ost im palpable powder. 
This delight­ 
ful substance is being m anufactured at 
Bourges as fast as possible under the super­ 
vision of its inventors. M eanwhile another 
gifted Frenchm an has discovered a bomb 
which sm ashes w hat it strikes, then sends 
tw elve bullets ahead and tw elve to the 
rear, and filially proceeds and explodes, re­ 
leasing a shower of 144 bullets. 
'Ibis is 
the m itrailleuse bomb.

There are disadvantages is know ing lit­ 
erary fellers; even poets are dangerous, 
m ild as is th eir roar in thelpresent epode 
Those who are fam iliar w ith Tennyson xviii 
sm ile on reading "Loiksley Hall Sixty 
Years A fter,” over the spirit of self-decep­ 
tion which runs through the verses. 
To 
the world ’“M aud" and “Looksley H ill” are 
beautiful poems only. A few know th at they 
are som ething more than poems of tho imag- 
in atio n -th ev are heart records. In the se­ 
quel to “Locksley H all.” just published, the 
poet tells his grandson th a t he could never 
have loved a w orldling like Judith, who 
has played such sad h a ' oc with the suscep­ 
tible youth’s feelings, but this is precisely 
w hat be did. A nother suitor, the wealthy 
heir to the earldom of Boyne, however, ap­ 
peared on tho scene, and the fair Amy, 
afterw ards so liberally adjectived as "false 
and servile.” became a peeress. 
1-ord Boyne, who is the owner of large es­ 
tates and valuaole coal minus in the county 
of D urham , the heart of the northern coal 
fields of England, tree,y extended his hos­ 
pitality to his bride's cousin a t J ‘.rancot eth 
Hall Castle, a m odern i u t imposing m an­ 
sion. The poet repaid the kindness by satir­ 
izing the good natured peer, his brand new 
tit'e and b s recently acquired wealth m ost 
mercilessly in “M and” and “Locksley Hull.” 
Independent of his wife’s very natural in­ 
dignation, Lord Boyne was not gratified to 
find his beautiful home d e sp ite d by a 
recent gue-'t as a "gow-gaw” castle, or at 
having the world into mod in verse, how­ 
ever harm onious, th at his wealth had come 
from m e sw eat of m iners; neither md he 
en oy the thought th a t the tongues or' the 
world were wagging over the story 
f his 
money having bought him a wife who p.e- 
ferrc d another lover. 
It is possible, too. 
th at he (ailed te see the beauty of the Kem- 
braudt-iike touches wherein he is described 
as a clown aud drunken. 
It m ight be beautiful poetry, the outraged 
host uiged. but ii was not good taste and it 
was not true. His lordship is certainly one 
of the m ost commonplace and uninterest­ 
ing of peers or of commoners, but he is 
neither coarse nor drunken, and Brance- 
petn Castle with its shivering arches knew 
Tennyson no more. Mr. Tennyson’s wounds 
healed, Uke those of m any another lovesick 
swain, t ine has brought bim wealth, and he 
has accepted a peerage, from which it is 
sale to assume that he no longer feels that 
contem pt for new titles which he did in the 
days when he lampooned his success.ul 
rival. In reading his latest produo tu n one 
is rem inded of a famous mot, applied by a 
wit to an over-passionate gentlem an: 
“I heard you were a lord am ong wits, but 
I find you are oniy a wit am ong lords.” 
Alfred Tennyson was once a lord am ong 
poets, now be is only a poet atnoug lords. 


Saw the G reat Southern Comet. 
A cable m essage received by Mr. John 
Ritchie. Jr., from Dr. Krueger a t Kiel an­ 
nounces th a t the great southern comet 
passed perihelion on January l l , and that 
he orbit 
closely 
resem bles th a t of Dr. 
Gould’s com et of 
188a 
Assuming the 
orbits to be the sam e and with the above 
perihelion passage, Mr. S. C. Chandler, Jr., 
of 
the 
Boston 
Scientific 
Mo iety bas 
com puted an 
ephem eris, which, agree­ 
ing 
lairly 
well 
with 
the 
Melbourne 
observation, is the most reliable inform a­ 
tion to he had a t present The ephem eris 
shows th at the com et is now m oving north 
quite rapidly, and it is proi ablo tb at during 
nex t week more or less of the tail can be 
seeu above the .Southern horizon just alter 
sunset. The com et which is now54.oO0.00Q 
miles distant from the earth, will become 
fainter during the m onth of February, 
although constantly m oving into a better 
position for observation. This is the filth 
of a group of large periodical comets, two 
of which were seen rn 1880-1882. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , .January 29,—Two dis­ 
tinguished scientists of this city have been 
m aking st pinions efforts for the last two 
week* to prevent tile fact of one of them 
having been badly swindled out of several 
thousand dollars from becoming known to 
tho public, and their anxiety lins resulted 
in bringing to light a most rem arkable 
story of astonishing credulity and skilful 
rascality. 
On or about December 15 last a tall. in­ 
tellectual looking man, accompanied by a 
negro servant, walked into the G irard 
House m d asked to have assigned to him 
the handsom est and m ost spacious suite of 
rooms in the hotel. He could not bo accom­ 
m odated. as the house was full, and during 
the day he secured apartm ents in North 
T hirteenth street, where he had his six 
trunks removed. Before leaving tho hotel 
ho announce d him self as Professor Henry 
M ottinger of London, and m ade num erous 
inquiri s com 'einiDg the w ealth and stand­ 
ing of several prom inent m em bers of the 
Franklin Institute iii tiffs city. 
He appd red to have an unlim ited am ount 
of cash, and paid unusually generous fees 
to messengers, whom he employ* d to go to 
uifftreut parts of the city for him . There 
was possibly some regret on the part of 
the hotel clerks because they couI I not 
house th e apparently wealthy stranger in 
the style th a t he desired, but in a day or 
two lie wa9 forgotten, and would probably 
never have been thought of again, had not 
teveral anxious inquiries concerning his 
w hereabouts been ma*!o some d a is later. 
Oil tho day ofter Christm as, a very much 
agitated old gentlem an appeared a t tile 
hotel, and. after asking w hether the pro­ 
prietors had any knowledge of the profes­ 
sor, let drop the fact that he had been de­ 
frauded out of an am ount approxim ating 
$ 10,000; th at 


T h e I ’ r o f e i i s r W a s n (S w in d le r , 
and th at ho had played a irDk which should 
not have deceived a fairly intelligent boy, 
m uch less a learned savant, as the old gen­ 
tlem an proved to bo. 
The perturbed visitor was so fearful lest 
his cbild-hke innocence m ight 
become 
known th at he m ade no oom nlaiut to police 
headquarters, but started out to act as his 
own detective, hoping to recover w hat lie 
hail lost and shun public ridicule. He did 
not succeed in doing either, but gradually 
let the story of hts folly leak out, and led to 
the uncovering of a strange career oi one of 
tho most polished of rogues who for a dozen 
rears has defied the best detective talent of 
two continents. 
’•Professor M ettinger’s" career in Phila. 
delphi a was short, sharp and profitable- He 
learned th at one of the 
most em inent 
m ineralogists in this city was a man of 
considerable wealth, and he m anaged to 
secure aa introduction through the ser­ 
vices of a young society m an who affects 
the company of scientists. The professor 
proved him self a bnlliantcon vocational mf, 
aud well up iii the arts and sciences. Little 
by little he wormed him self into the con­ 
fidence of the savant, and one day Informed 
him th at he possessed a scientific secret, 
w hich he had obtained from Mexico, and 
which accounted for the fabulous wealth 
possessed bv the Montezuma*. 
It had been 
given him, he said, by a direct descendant 
of the m ost famous oi Mexican monarchs. 
in return foi having saved his life, ami was 
nothing more or fess than the extraction of 
gold from micaceous granite, a rock known 
to contain no gold at all. 
It was a pretty stiff "yarn” to offer to a 
m an who had m ade a life-tim e study of 
m ineral, an i of coarse the professor was 
thought to be joking, but he 
I n s ta te d w it h S u c h a S p e c i o u s A r g u m e n t 
th at he was at last perm itted to m ake an 
experim ent, more for am usem ent than any­ 
thing else. 
The “professor” caused to be 
procured two large earthen Jars and two 
blocks of granite. 
He filled the jars with a 
strong-sm elling liquid, which he had prev­ 
iously prepared wltti a great show of se- 
cresy, and then im m ersed the stones. 
In 
each . ar he placed $200 in gold coin. This, 
lie explained, was for tho purposo of attract­ 
ing and transform ing the mi a in the gran­ 
ite into precious m etal, the attraction boing 
caused by the liquor. The venerable scien­ 
tist was very m uch am used, but be good­ 
naturedly watched the professor close up 
the jars, each w ith a strong cover which was 
afterw ards bound 
w ith 
tape, and th at 
sealed. 
At the expiration of fortv-aight hours the 
jars were opened, and. to the intense aston­ 
ishm ent of the savant, particles of gold 
were found sticking to the stone. 
The 
m etal was rem oved an i weighed. One jar 
produced thirteen ounces of nearly pure 
B o id , and the other a fraction over fifteen 
ounces. The gold pieces deposited were 
intact. The old gentlem an was astonished 
beyond measure, and he requested th at the 
experim ent he repeated. 
The prolessor, 
seem ingly pleased with the success of his 
trial, generously offered 
to perm it his 
friend to reap the pecuniary benefit of the 
second experim ent. Tho jars were refilled, 
and the investigator placed 8200 of his own 
money in gold in the crooks. Again they 
were carefully sealed and perm itted 
to 
stand for foriy-eight flours. 
W hen opened 
the same won<*eriul result had taken place. 
this 
lim e an aggregate of tw enty-eight 
ounces of virgin geld. 
A third tim e was the experim ent repeated, 
and the yield was the same. Then the pro­ 
fessor m ade his grand stroke. Hfe proposed 
th a t an extraction of gold be m ade upon a 
large scale, and offered to perm it his new 
found friend to reap the entire benefit. In­ 
credible us it m ay appear, the foolish old 
man, w hose years of study 
H a d K e e n K i u c k e d I n t o n C o c k e d H a t 
in a week, hastened to his bankers and re­ 
turned with four canvas bags containing 
$10,000 in tw enty-dollar pieces. 
W ith 
child-like confidence he deposited this in 
six crocks containing lite ill-sm elling liquor 
and the rocks, and after the sealing process 
had been gone through with, went to bed 
happy in the belief th at in a couple of days 
he would be $10,000 richer. 
T hat same evening Professor H ettinger 
started ostensibly for New' York, prom ising 
to ne back in lim e to see the jars opened. 
The forty-eight hours expired, and as he 
did not put in an appearance the old gentle­ 
man determ ined to open the jars himself. 
He did so, and was very much shocked 
when he discovered th at not only wa* there 
no trace of virgin gold, hut th at his 500 
gold piece* had m ysteriously disappeared. 
Tie waited for three or four days, im plicitly 
believing tb at the “Professor” would turn 
up. but the “Professor” failed to m aterial­ 
ize. and the idea gradually forced itself 
th at som ething was out of g*ar. 
The crooks were exam ined, and then the 
covers, and it was found th at 
a ve*y 
ingenious trick had been played. The cov­ 
ers were w hat m agicians would call “trick 
covers." A space between the upper and 
under surfaces was where the lum p gold 
had 
been 
concealed, 
which had 
been 
shaken down just before the opening of 
the jars. When the professor started for 
New York, he simply removed the gold 
pieces of his dupe, and. with a forty-eight 
hours’ start, was well on his way to other 
fields before the deception was oiscoveied. 
Com m unication was then 
opened 
with 
Scotland Yard detectives, and toil s intense 
sorrow and chagrin tho old 
gentlem an 
learned th at he had been tricked by one of 
the 
C le v e r e s t F o r e ig n S w in d le r * . 
H ettinger was simply another nam e for 
M ark E ttlng, alias "G entlem an M ack.” 
alias Mark King. He was born in London 
in 1854 or thereabouts, aud tin t became 
known to the police in 1875 as M ark King. 
h e was at th a t tim e em ployed as book­ 
keeper and confidential clerk in Hollis & 
Nephew’s b. nkiug-house, 
He 
was sus­ 
pected of having stolen sc1500. but the evi­ 
dence against him was weak. His salary 
was three soverei tns weekly, and be squan­ 
dered alm ost th at much in pleasure. He 
was taxed with this, and very coolly in­ 
formed his em ployers th a t he had been 
willed some £12 )0 by a m iserly uncle, and 
proved the truth of his assertion bv show­ 
ing th at such a will, with him self as sole 
heir, had been probated. 
He resigned bis position shortly after and 
w ent to France. After he had gone it was 
discovered tnough a man who “peached” 
because be bad not received his weekly 
bush money, that King, a few days after 
the robbery, had paid a dying beggar in St. 
Giles tw enty sovereigns to m ake a will be­ 
queathing £1200 to him (King). 
As th* 
beggar h dn’t a penny in the world he had 
no objection. He had one foot in the grave 
already, and (he suoden wealth soon helped 
to put the other alongside bf IL The man 
who "squealed” was a witness to the bogus 
will. 
In the latter part of December, 1885, 
Kiog turned up in W ashington and worked 
some members from W ayback ostensibly as 
a correspondent of the London 
Times, 
prom ising to publish their lives and their 
work in Congress in England's greatest 
newspaper. His lowest fee tor this service 
wa* $50. and his highest all he could get. 
Many of tile statesm en loved newspaper 
praise enough to become easy victims. King 
was a shrewd speculator and a clever card 
sharp, and soon bad » snug little pile. He em*

Transfer cf the Scene of Contest to New 
York -S trik e Along the W hole River 
Front -Steam ers Detained. 
Tho strike of tho conl-handh rs at Wee* 
haw ken has been tho subiect of much in­ 
terest during tim week, but tho scene of 
eon dict has during the past few' days passed 
to New York, where the longshorem en and 
oilier operatives on the river front am o k 
out of sym pathy w ith them . T he boycott 
of the Old Dominion Steam ship Company 
had much to do w ith this holing. 
As a result of tiffs manoeuvre the steam ers 
of the various ocean and coast linos have 
suffered tram lack of ioal. 
Vessels of the 
Cunard, K at onah French, Belgian. W hit* 
M ar, Inm an and oilier ocean steam ship 
companies have been detained. 
In some 
cares these liuve been taken off. Tho Old 
Colony line has draw n off its passenger 
steam ers, and is only running its freight 
bo .ta 
The Old Dominion Company is having a 
hard tim e of it. 
As a count* r-blow they in­ 
voked the law against the strikers. Jetties 
E. Wuiiiu, m aster workman of Disirlot As­ 
sembly 4t>, K nights of Labor, was arrested 
Saturday at Pythagoras Hall, Canal street, 
by United Statos Marshal Holmes on a war­ 
rant issued by Judge 8h pm an of I he I nit«d 
M ates Circuit Court, for interfering w ith 
the business of the Old Dominion Steam ­ 
ship Company. 
John McKenna, m aster w orkm an of the 
Ocean 
Association, and 
J. T. I I’.tuam , 
Thomas McGrath aud Patrick McGartliuid 
of tile board of arbitration and strikes of 
D istrict Assemtdy 40 were also arrested. 
The order was obtained in a civil suit for 
I 20,OOO dam ages brought by President N. 
,. NrcCready of tho Old i oiiilnion lino. 
M aster W orkm an Guinn was brought to 
United Stales Marshal McMahon’s office 
and bail was fixed at $COoO, which was 
prom ptly furnished by Patrick Ford aud 
M ichael Crane, and he was released. 
It is calculated tbat 40,000 men were on 
strike, and the greatest difficulty in mov­ 
ing freight was encounter* d on the piers of 
the North river, w hero m ost of the ocean 
steam ers are docked. All ont-coln : vessels 
have been delayed for w ant of coal, and it 
was said at the he dqunrters of the strikers 
th a t several vessels proceeded to sea with 
an insufficient supply and also w ith incom­ 
plete cargoes. 
L onglines of trucks were standing along 
th** front of the pier on W est street, Satur­ 
day, ami the drivers heired to load ami un­ 
load them . There is no difficulty in getting 
m en to bandle t h e freight, hut as they are 
netv to the work in m ost cases they are 
necessarily slow. 
The t antral railroad of New Jersey seems 
anxious to settle the coal striko, and is 
using coercive m easures to effeot this re­ 
result. Tho officials a e w illing to m eet 
the dem ands of the mon if they will return 
to work, as the company is losing heavily on 
its freight, as well as on the coal-carrying 
business. 
The brakem en at E llzabethport were in ­ 
formed after the conference between them 
aud the officials of the company last night. 
at Elizabeth, th a tif they d id uot go to work 
today they could consider them selves dis­ 
tal urged. 
The engineers who b a re charge of the 
sw itch engines th at are hauling coal from 
the Jersey Central track to tho docks at 
Port Johnson were ordered out. They re­ 
laxed to obey this orifir. The w alking del­ 
egates are instructing all tradesm en, to­ 
bacco dealers and saloon keepers not to sell 
to the engineers. They will find before 
night that they will be unable to pure ii ase 
the necessaries of life in Bayonne City. 
i he sinkers say th at they have positive 
in (urination th at not loss than one-uiir<l of 
the men now working on the docks will 
quit on Monday, w hen iliey will be paid oil. 
The Standard Oil Com pany’s refinery a t 
Constable Hook hail nearly consum ed the 
coal taken there on Thurs* ay. aud are lav­ 
ing off more ban is. A prom inent official 
says th at they have 129 car-loads on the 
siding at Centreville, w ithin sight ol their 
works and ( annot get it han Ted. 
Tile I consy I vania Coal Company at South 
Amboy put 25u green hands at work. 
They 
are mostly Italians and Bohemians and a 
lew Scandinavians. They are guarded by 
Out) deputy shernts, who were sworn in at 
m tddiesex county. 
th e officials of tho 
company said th a t the new m en arc m aking 
excellent progress, aud some coal 
has 
airea y been snipped. 
Coal’s im portant ally, flour, is in trouble 
out oi sym pathy, Owing to tho strike and 
the conse tuent inability to m ake deliveries 
of flour for shipm ent, nearly ail the city 
nulls will be obliged to sh u t down soon. 
The scarcity of coal is also a factor in this 
expected result. 
At present it is impossible 
to deliver to tho steam ship conman es. and 
I our sold to a rri' e cannot be delivered,thus 
m aking the expense of storage agreat hard­ 
ship. 
There are still several hundred of freight- 
handlers at work along the railroad piers 
and in Brooklyn, but it is expected tbat 
they will soon go out. The Brooklyn men 
threatened to go out tinturday. The com­ 
panies expected such action, iud gangs of 
Italians were put to work on some deserted 
piers guarded by policemen.

would sit flown, and after the cigars weie 
handed round, of which she partook, the 
talk began. 
Not a conversation, perhaps, 
which M. Taine would have recommended 
his evanL'elicallady to listen to, or a soci­ 
ety he would have recom m ended her to 
m ix in: but inlet eating, as all societies are 
interesting In which the yeast of specu­ 
lative thought is working.

Tricks of Distillers to Beat 
the Government 


C»rn Joice Sent Abread te Save Taxes- 


Asst.-Seeretanf Fairchild’s Decision. 


Severe Losses to the Treasury and 
Honest Manufacturers. 


N ew Y o r k , January 29.—A special to the 
W orld, from W ashington, says: 
Nearly 
every w inter for a long tim e the whiskey 
distillers have com e to Congress seeking re­ 
lief. They have sought, at various times. 
to 
have 
the 
bonded period extended 
and to have the law »I attired so th at 
they need not t a y the tax on whiskey 
u ntil it is taken 
out sn I 
put upon 
the 
m arket. 
When 
Congress refused 
to e x tc id th e lim it any further ruin and 
bankruptcy stared m any of them in the 
race. If the laws had been enforced rigidly 
at th at tim e, experts say, nearly every 
prominent distiller in K entucky would have 
failed aud a num ber of b.inks would have 
gone down w ith them . 
But Congress re­ 
fuse 1 to act, upon tho theory th a t the dis­ 
tillers had brought thoir own m isiortuneson 
themselves, and th a t if thoy were to bo 
given new favors they would simply take 
A vantage of such concessions, instead of 
learning any lossonsof prudence therefrom . 
Congress did not extend any relief to the 
distillers, and no panic followed. The dis­ 
tillers did not appear to be distressed, and 
w ent along comfortably. They m et their en- 
ga am ents w ith tile banka It is interesting 
to know how they obtained relief, for there 
is no question as to the correctness of their 
statem ents before Congress regarding their 
emoarr.issed till inclai condition in 1885. 
The distill* r* were desperate after the ad­ 
journm ent of Congress th at year, and they 
came to the Treasury D epartm ent for relief. 
From 188.1 to 1«85 the distillers had re­ 
lieved their stock in hand in this country 
by large exportations. 'I hey had sent abroad 
during that period sorno 12,000,000 gallons 
of whiskey, the gloater part of which was 
stored in foreign warehouses. Thay ex­ 
pected to reim port it. The points gained in 
this were many. Liquor exported pays no 
tax, 8 tor a e * barges abroad are much less 
than in this country. The third adv ntage 
was sn indefinite extension of tim e for tho 
paym ent of the governm ent tax if the dis­ 
tillers could succeed in having it adm itted 
into this country as an im portation. There 
was also 
A P o in t o f A dvantage 
in w hat is known as “the leakage.’’ The 
gain to the distillers by foreign storage on 
thfsnlone am ounted, on the vast quantity 
mentioned above, to about $1,000,000, esti­ 
m ating the leakage at three gallons to 
a 
barrel.

Distillers 
them selves 
estiim te insurance, 
storage, 
etc.,

gain of about fifty-one cents per gallon. 
Whiskey i« perm ttecl to reuiaiu in tho gov­ 
ernm ent bonded warehouse three y( ars 
belove it m ust be taken out.

c n rem ain indefinitely. 
There is 
very little 
m arket 
abroad 
for our whiskeys. Tho distillers would 
never have shipped such largo quantities 
ii they had not been confident th at they 
could se«mro its return to this country. Iii 
1883 they sought perm ission from Mr. 
Folger to have the whiskey exported re­ 
turned and received. .Judge Folger decided 
th at 
this could not be done; th at it 
would nut the treasury in the position 
of burlesquing the intern atonal levenue 
laws, and would sim ply cause the govern­ 
m ent to become a partner with the w blskey 
distillers of the country, giving them enor­ 
mous advantages ana profit w ithout re­ 
ceiving a peony as equivalent. 
In IS 6. 
when 
the 
panic 
was 
threatened, 
the distilleries desiied and obtained a 
seven m onths extension in order to export 
thm r whiskey, thereby going through the 
formula of a ( hum exportation of their ex­ 
cess produ Hon. 
W hiskey intended for 
exportation was w ithdraw n from the gov­ 
ernm ent vrarehon.se and left undei exporta­ 
tion bond* for soven m onths beioro ship­ 
ment. The distilleries by going through 
what appears to have been the form of 
a slnun representation, gained an extension 
of seven m ouths in w bidi to moot their lia­ 
bilities. Now, at th at tim e tnere were up­ 
wards of 10,000,000 gallons, calling for 
a tux of $9,000,OOO. placed 
under ex­ 
portation bonds 
for

m onths, 
thr* ugh 
an amioablo arrangem ent with obliging 
treasury officials, the hulk of this whiskey

authority to grant w hat Congress had re­ 
fused. It is interesting to sum up the 
Y.osse* lo ( h r G o v e r n m e n t 
through the peculiar construction of the 
internal revenue laws.

1885, the attorney-general decided th at if 
goods la bond for exportation were not 
actually exported, the governm ent should 
proceed against the holders of the liquor to 
the full extent of the law. In M ardi. 1886, 
Attorney-General G arland decided that ex­ 
ported goods, ll 
the production of the 
United States, could be reim ported under 
section 2600 of the Revised Statutes, and 
could enjoy the privileges of our custom 
w arehouses; bul th a t this decision should 
not conflict with 
th at of bis predeces­ 
sor iu 
July, 1888, 
th at 
whiskey sent 
out of the country as an export, with the 
intention of returning it, cannot bo reim ­ 
ported. The am punt of « hiskey placed in 
bond for exportation in 1836 was 11,039,- 
3<)7 gallons.

have been saved. The whale was evidently 
dying, but the w eather became so bad tb at 
nothing could be done beyond wetting the 
met. In. The rem aining crew picked up the 
c io v of the first boat wrecked and made for 
tho ship, while a boat from tho vessel put 
off to save the first m ate and his crew. 
W hen the m ate was found he ha I been 
clinging for an hour to a part of the boat 
with one finger in the bung hole. He stated 
on tieing picked up th at he < ou id not have 
held on many m inutes Iodizer. The weather 
had now become «o 
aa .bat, although hut 
a quarter of a m ile from the sh ip .it took 
m ore than an hour for tho relief crew to re­ 
turn. Tho whale c eared, carrying aw ay 
w ith it 875 fathom s of line. and was never 
scon again* 
The Sunday after the w eather cleared 
and one-ba.f of tho boat was picked up. and 
ou the Monday following the other half w as 
found. Lino had the m arks of the whale’s 
teeth plainly visl.Jo oil the plank, ju t 
about tho keel. A large sperm w ln le was 
caught on the same day, from which seven 
tuns of oil w as got.

promise of a beautiful night, hut ut m id­ 
night. while thoy were cutting in, a sudden 
squall sprung up. and in trying to wear 
stilpoduring the squall the fluke clitin s 
broke, sud all the w hale except his head 
and the strip of blubber al out six feet wide 
next the head was let go, and the weight of 
the eight fathom s of chain \ ttached t o the 
tlttko sunk it.

E ight barrels of this wore, however, lost, 
owing to the bad weather, 
lf the w hole 
whale ti id been saved, it would have yield­ 
ed fourteen and a bait tuns in nil. I his is 
verv large, as the largest whale known only 
made sixteen aud a halt tuns of oil. 
'The vessel next sailed to Cape Arid to 
lookout for right whales, and anchored off 
the cape on the 29th of September. 
No 
sue* ess was m et with hero. Eleven hum p­ 
backs wet * seen, but n ot considered worth 
chasing. 
The capo was left on tho 25th of October. 
and on tho 1st of November another whale 
was taken, which viol i> d seven and one- 
half t tis of oil. Un November 27 tw elve 
largo whales were seen, but as a titer h an t 
ship ran into them twice during the day, 
none were caught. 
The vessel entered Princess Royal harbor 
on November 29. exactly three m onths 
from the day she left.

BOSTON COOKING SCHOOL 


Last 
Demonstrative Lecture of First 
Course Larded Grouse—Potatoes a la 
Maitre d’Hotel—Light Omelets. 
Miss Maynard, at the Cooking School, 
yesterday morning, discoursed eloquently 
upon larded grouse with bread sauce, pot*- 
tes a la maitre d'hote!, various sort# of 
omelets, Mushing apples, gateau of apple, 
and carrot pudding with yellow sauce. 
Deeds, as well as words there were, and the 
dishes prepared as a practical accompani­ 
ment to the lecture were 
pronounced 
“good” by all ber audience. 
I-a rd rd U ra u u t. 
Clean, wipe, lard the breast and legs and truss. 
Rub with salt, soft butter, and dredge with flour. 
Roast twenty minutes In a hot oven. 
hr-ad sauce-B oll oue-thlrd cup fine bread 
crumbs, one pint milk and two tablespoonsful 
chopped onion together fifteen minutes or more. 
Alia one tablespoonful 
butter, orie-balt 
tea­ 
spoonful salt, anil one-hslf aattspoonful pepper. 
Four around Ihe birds. Fry two-thirds of a cup 
of coarse bread crumbs Iii one tablespoonful but­ 
ter until brown. Sprinkle over the birde and 
sauce. 
Tho pork for larding, as was explained in 
a previous lecture, should be taken from 
the solid strips i-etweeu the rind ana tbs 
first vein of lean meal. That below is not 
firm enough to hold together for the pur­ 
pose. 
Meat and game can now be bought af 
many markets all cleaned and larded. 
f or the bread sauce crurn be of hom e 
made bread are better than taker's bread! 
it seems somehow to have more starch znd 
to thicken up better. Break the bread, or 
take stale pieces of bread an t roll in the 
hands. Put into a coarse sieve or fine col­ 
ander and shake. The fine” crumbs which 
w ll come through are the right size for the 
sauce; the coarse on oh may be fried to be 
sprinkled over all, as directed above. 
These crumbs are good for boiled fowl also. 
f o t a t o r a u ta M a itr e d ilute!. 
Cut raw lo aloes Into balls with a French 
cutter. Boll ten minutes aud drain. Add enough 
milk to cover, amt cook till the milk bas all 
evaporated. Then add the sauce, made by mlL 
bing two tablespoonfuls butter to acream , adding 
one tablespoonful chopped parsley, one table­ 
spoonful lemon juice and one saltspoonful of 
salt. 
Use the cutter by pressing on the side and 
turning it around, rather than by pushing 
Itdlrectlv into the potato, This seem s of 
course, to be a wasteful wav to prepare 
potatoes, but it is not so really, as the po- 
rato which remains after the balls have 
been cut out can > • kept in cold water 
boiled in the morning and mashed fot 
breakfast; or even served at the saute meal 
as a dish supplementary to the potato balls.

B U R M E 8E RUBY M IN E 8. 


P r e ­ 
n o w th e G em s a re O btained and 
p ared fo r M ark et. 
Owing to th e great jealousy of the Bur­ 
mese governm ent, tbe ruby mines have 
been carefully guarded from ail strangers, 
and from this cause our knowledge iegard- 
m g them is sm all. The mines are said to 
be only about sixty miles northeast of 
Mandalay. 
The extent of ground over 
which the rubies exist has not been pre- 
< isely ascertained, but it is believed to ex­ 
tend at lf ast over IffO square miles. 
The value of tnese m in e s was reported a 
few ycaisago to ne annually Dom $uo,oOn 
to 976,000, but this includes sapphires aud 
other stones as well. 
The mines were 
wholly royal property and the stone# were 
a monopoly of the king, r rom tins max be 
ass m e.i th a t the Indian governm ent will 
now claim toe ruby mines. 
The "gem -bed” or Die strata in w hich the 
rubies are found, varies considerably in 
depth. Pit-iare dug until a "gem ■ ad” is 
touche!, aud then horizontal g a.lanes are 
form ed through it. 
These strata differ 
•considerably in thickness; som etim es they 
are only a few indies deep. while in others 
they are several feet. The earth of the 
"gem bed” is brought np to the surface, 
where it is carefully washed and the gems 
are secured. Most of the stones are small, 
though l uge ones also turn up. 
The lapin* lex or gem polishers are at 
th# capital, not a t th® mines. The polish­ 
ing is perform ed by pounding the sm aller 
gem s or wor bl* ss stones and m ixing them 
w ith other substances, which are 
then 
Jortned into cukes a out ten inches long 
and four wide. The good rubies are rubbi a 
on this. 
When the stone has been ground 
down roughly on Diis, a finer cake is em­ 
ployed ana th# finishing touch is im parted 
to Die gem by rubbing it on plates of brass 
or copper, ba lip bi res are also Inurn! with 
the rubies.

Die zodiac aud so forth. D uring the day a 
trum peter sounds his bugle, then comes the 
night w atchm an 
announcing the hours 
with hi# born. and tie is relieved at dawn 
by * crowing dock. Iii spring and sum m er 
the cuckoo’s note is beam . H ie angels 
wiio attend C hrist in his last hours are also 
m oving on, and there are also a sexton and 
an old m au who kneels in prayer. The 
clockwork further sets in motion various 
paintings—seven pictures ol the creation 
of Die w o rid -an d the fourieen stations 
which represent Die lite and sufferings of 
Christ.
